S it is neither uſual. nor convenient to jump at once from the Title-page to the Mutter, 
T ſhall therifore mak? this ſmall Digreſon, not to tire your ears with Tamutalogies, 
or unneceſſary Trifles, but on the contrary, to give yme an Accennt of the whole 
End and Scope of my Deſign in gathering together this ſmall Traftate of the 

Hird Uſage of ſome of our Conntry-men in France, , that whoſoever ſhall read this enſuing 

Relation, and wil be pleaſed to compare it with the Atiions of other Nations, may then give their 

Judgments in the general, whetber or no this looks like the aftions of Chriſtians or not , and 

of thyſe who ſtile themſelves of the better ſort. $0 that when you bave had a clear view of ſome 

part of their work,, you may the better judg the Artifices of the Workmen : That whenſoever it 
may fall in your way, as 1 dint not but it will of many of you ;, then let me defire you to re- 
mcmber the words of the Law, ( That whoſoever (heddeth blood, by man (hall his 
blood be ſhed) Many will be apt to ſay,That theſe words were Fgnified by Moles to the Com- 
man-wealth of I{rael, for the propagating of a Cruil Government 3 yet notwithſtanding, we ſee 
that this Law bath been tranſlated and continued in all Ages, and amongſt the moſt Civilized 
people firce that time 3 as for example, all thoſe under the Goſpel-Diſpenſation : Tet (till many - 

will object and ſry, Theſe words are purely meant in caſe of wilful Murtber : To all ſuch I 

ſhall kum'ly d:fire, That they would be pleaſcd 10 read, or elſe at leaſt to give ear to this enſu- 

ing Diary ;, wherein they will find the Manner and Mcthad that was uſed by them, was to put 
men to the worlt of D-aths, ( vit. ) by Travelling , Beating, and alſo ſtarving them with 

Hunger and Cold ; which is no leſs than wilfu! Murder ; then pray let them judg whether 

their Deaths was not deſigned by them when this work, was firſt cut out : True it is, Nero had 
his varieties of Deaths, which he was pleaſed to impoſe upon the Primitive Chriſtians in his | 
time, for the which he became f among for Cruelty, and was juſtlyſtiled the Enemy of Mankgnd. 

But had Nero lived in th:ſc days, he might very well have been contented, before be commenced, 
Maſter of Cruelty and Tyramy,to bave become the Scholar of this Mott © hrittian Tyrant,who 
won: d have tanght bim better methods to bave accompliſhed his moſt Bloody Deſign, and not 
have fallen one jot ſhirt of it : For as Nero did delight to ſee thiſ» innocent Chriſtians Blood 

ſpilt in fort in bis Theatres, as be did, at that timethere was no Poreer upon Earth that was 

able to jtop him in this bis full Career of Blood, witil the hand of Divine 7utice bad done it, 
and brought bis miſ.ry upon him at bome, that he was farc'd to ſay, when be was ſo ——_y

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and forſaken of all Men, that he bad not ſo much as a Man that would kill bim npon 
bis own requ;ft; Nec amicur habco, nec inimicum z 4. e..1 have never a Friend nor 
Encmy. {264 ſo it bad bappened with us, the People of England, but that it pleaſed the Almigh- 
ty God of his great goodneſs to ſettle the Crown of theſe Kingdoms upon the Heads of this Royal 
Pair, William and Mary. in that mutable time when the very breath of the Fatiiour bad ſo 
much diſturbed the Air, that the Seas became dangerons to all that Navigated z, that then'they 
pt a ſtop to the full Career of this Tyrant's Fury, whom nothing elſe muſt have ſerved, but a 
Sea of Innocent Blood. Then, ſince it hath ſo pleaſed God to avert that great fr:dgment which 
was hovering over this Land, which tended to no leſs than the abſolute Overtbrow of both Church 
and State ; and on the other fide, bath given us a Nurſing-Father and Mother, to ſecure us

Let us therefore ſet God and the Goſpels Purity before us ; and let That be the chief Mark, we 
aim at ; and without doubt, by God's Aſſiftance, we may eclipſe the Glory of Louis le Grand, 
as beis now ftiled. T do not dowbt but it will fare with my poor Endeavours in this Boook, as it 
bath fared with thoſe of ten thouſand times more worth , to be carp'd at by ſome of the Criticks of 
this Age, who can ſooner find Ten Faults in the Aitions of another perſon, than mend one in 
themſeltes. 1 have not one word to ſay in the praiſe of it, it being but a rough thing, and not 
Jo well poliſhed as if i had been done by a more skalful hand ; and beſides, my great trouble and 
wearineſs of Body, when theſe things were collefied t ogether ; my right- hand being chained, in 
which I beld my Pen , for thirty ſeven days together : When all theſe things are conſidered 
rightly, it will render me the more excuſable. Tet I h.we this to ſay, Although it is not ft in» 
70a bofty Stile,as might bave been done by another Man; yet T am ſure that what is in it is ſotre, 
that it is able to contend with Truth it ſelf ; and therefore I hope that Truth is not 10 be de- 
JSpiſed, although ſhe be but in a plain Dreſs. I ſhall therefore deſire you to take this notice as 
you read, for your better underſtanding of ſome particulars , which is not known t0 every 
Man : The Sirdena ſignifies a ſmall Fiſh, a little bigger than a Sprat ; and as for Beverage, 
that is meant Vinegar and Water, or Wine and Water ; Denires 1s alfo ſpoken of very often, 
which is the ſmall Money of that Country, of which Twelve makgs one Souſe, or Penny Engliſh. 
So wiſhing you more pleaſure in tbe reading, than T bad in the zriting, I take my leave, and

Then being come from the Canarier, 
in the Ship Merry Frigat , Emanuel 
Dart Commander, right off Portland 
we met a Privatcer of St. Malo; atter 
what reſiſtance we could well make, many 
of our Men not ſhewing themlelves ſo 
valiant as did become Engliſþ-Men , 
but on the contrary ran down into the 
Hold, and left the Commander, with 
only Three more, to fight this Privateer ; 
which thing we did to our utmoſt endea- 
vour , killing them ſeveral Men ; Our 
Commander being dangerouſly wounded 
in the Shoulder, and the Gunner ſhot in 
the Leg, we were at laſt forced to yield 
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to mercileſs Men, who, after we were 
taken, treated us like themſelves, by ſtrip» 
ing us almoſt quite naked, and woundin 

ſeveral of the Men. TheEleventh of this 
Month they put us aſhore into the Priſon 
of St. Malo ; the wounded were ſent to 
their Hoſpital, In this ſame hlthy Priſon 
we remain'd until the 25th of Fuly, and 


then they ſent about 180 of us to Rocks 
fart. 


Faly 25. 1689. die Fovis. About Ten 
in the morning came the Guard a Marine, 
with his Company, for to take us out of 
the Priſon of Dinan; he having a Roll of 
our Names, call'd us over two by two, 
and drove us into an Apartment, where

we were Hand-cuff'd two and two to- 
gether, with Hand-cuffs made of Leather, 
and fo lock'd with a {mall Padlock; That 
being in this manner done to us all, we 
Marched out of the Caitle into the Town, 


where we found a Hundr more of 
our Engliſh which were \the ſayye day 
brought from St. Malo,, all m the tame, 


order, Handcuft'd, two and two 3 we no 
ſooner met, but away we marched to- 
waids Kochfort in a moti miſcrable conditi- 
on, ſome almoſt naked, and many bare- 


foot and bare-Icgg'd ; in this manner we-, 


marched from Dinan to a Village call'd 
Bechcreal , fourteen Miles diſtant 3 in this 
place they gave us that Victuals for Sup- 
per which we were to have had fot Din- 
ner in Dinan: As for our Liguor 16, was 
Waters fo here we ſlept in hc Ap 
and in Barns, and many weyp forc'&#to 
fleep in the open Yard ifrffme Hay that 
lay there. 


Friday 26. In the morning before we 
ſet forth, ſeveral of our Men that were 
naked almoſt, Spun Hay Ropes, and fo 
wrapped them about their Bodics, Leps, 
and Arms, to keep them from the cold 

by night, and the ſcorching 

The Hand- of the Sun by day ; after they 

_—_— B had givenus a {mall bit of 
Hands were Bread and Butter, away we 
loofed many marched towards the City of 
of them, vp- Kbemes , Nineteen Miles di-

' we ſaw two Country-men at work in the 


Field, whom the Guard a Mirine com-

being in the Fields, and an high Bank be- 
tween them , thought to get clear of 
them ; but one of them diſmounted and 
ran after them, and ſo brought them into 
the. Roag , where the Grird a Marine 
drbb'd them fo long, that 1 brlieve he 
gave them at Jealt, Eitty blows, fo that I 
{aw the Piſs) run out of the Knees of the 
Breeches ot one of them ; and when that 
was done,he made each of them down on 
their Knees, and of them take a good luſty 
heavy Lad, and carry him upon his back 
at leatt-a Mile, When we came into the 
City, we were brought unto a cloſe Yard 
belonging to anInn, where we were (er- 
ved with Bread and Water, and our Lodg- 
ing was 1n the Stables, and many lay in 
the opgn- yard, for wayt of zoom. The 
Jof Stqnes Pver the Walks at us ; and thoſe 
Soldiers thit kept Guard over us. would 
not let us ſleep. but kept linging of Songs 
all night about the Prince ot Orange, =

Saturday 27. About-Nine inthe morn- 
ing they gave us our breakfatt, which was 
the Broath of the Meat they boiled this 
morning. After our Drivers had bought 
them all new Whips to drive us along, 
we beyan our March, Marching through 
Two Companies of Soldiers who made a 
Lane for us, and beat the Drum ; we 
Marched about Nine Miles, until we came 
to a lone Houſe, where was a Well un- 
der a Hedge, by the which we fat down 
and eat our Dinner, which was but very 


{mall; that done, away we Marched Nine © 


Myes farther, to a Town callcd Polonia. 
When we came near any Town, then our 
Drivers would begin to ſmack their Whips, 
and upon the leaſt occaſion in the World, 
whip us too, it we did not keep in even 
Ranks to very great exaQneſs; fo that 
Lalhes was deal amongtt ug very plenti- 


fully, 


( 
fully, infornuch that one of them which 
took great delight in this Exerciſe of 
Whipping, we nicknamed Whipping Tom, 
When w2 came into the Village of Palonia, 
the pzople appe>r'd very tw, ſo that im- 
mediately the Town was alarm'd by 
Ringing, of the Church-Bclls, according 
to the minncr of an Alarm; then ſoon, 
into the place where we were, came all 
the people which lived within the noe of 
the Bells; but truly Nine parts in Ten 
of the pzople that we ſaw, was of the Fe- 
male S:x, ard Children. I n:ver ſaw a 
Country {o thin of Men beiorc, which 
wgs contrary to what I did expect tor it 
was uſu1l in Englind, to hear people ipeak 
nuch of the popularity ot France. When 
they had ſerved us our Supp-r, which was 
a piece of Black Bread 2nd Water, they 
put us, fome into a Stable, and the rcit 
into an empty Houſe, where we lay on the 
Brick-Fl-or , the Couniry-people being 
all in Arms to Guard us , voth within 
doors and without, 


Snnday. 28. Early in the morning, we 
were cairicd out of our Lodgings into the 
fireets, where we all tate down on the 
ground, Ten and Ten together, for ſuch 
were our Mciics, Now they ſerved us 
our Breakfalt and Dinner together, which 
was Broth cut pretty thick with black 
courſe Bread, which was fo four, that 
the major part of our Mcn thought they 
had put Vinegar into it, until by the tatic 
of the Dread by it (clt, it was diſcerned : 
The Mear, that little there was, they alſo 
gave us, Which was not conliderable ; 
our Drink was Watcr. When we had 
thus eaten, away we marched nine miles, 
to a Town called Reant : Juit as we came 
into this Town, the People were all go- 
ing to Maſs, fo that we had a full fight 
+ of the major part of the people of this 


- 
place 3 which were but few, in reſp<& to 
the largeneſs of the Town ; and ot thoſe, 
the mott were Women and Prieſts, Here 
our Guards made us fit down all on a 
row in the middle of the firects, and fo 
they commanded the Country-people with 
tacir Pails and Buckets to fetch us Water 
to drink, After we had all drank, away 
we marched nine miles farther, to a Mar- 
ket « Town called Dcrvalle :; When we 
came into this Town, we were ranged a- 
long the [treer for the p:ople to behold 
usz Which wcre not muny, and of them 
the major part were Women and Chil- 
dren. Afﬀecr this was over. that the peo- 
ple began to return to their Houſes, being 
L.t15ncd with the tight of ſo many Engliſh, 
which I preſume to think, they never ſaw 
bctore, they put us into two Stables, and 
there [-rved us a Supper, a picce of brown, 
or ratiicr black Bread, and a Cup of Wa- 
tcr tor cach Man, This black Bread was 
not given to us for the wan” of any b<t- 
ecr to be had ; tor this Country abound- 
eth with plenty of good Corn ; ſuch as 
Wheat, Rye, Barley, &c. but becauſe they 
wquld not goto the Price of it, alchough 
1ewas very cheap. When we had ſupp'd, 
we event to fIeep on the Horſe-dung, not 


having {o much as a little Litter to coves 
it, 


Monaay, 290, Early in the morning, we 
were ready to march, each Man gerting 
a Cup of Water, but that was all ; fo a- 
way we marched feven miles, to a large 
Town called N:/ce. Now becauſe there 
was not a Town upon the Road within 
leſs than twenty miles, we continued here 
all day in an Inn, whole Yard and Stables 
did contain us all : They gave us here far 
our Dinner about an Ounce of Meat per 
Man, with the Pottage it was boil'd in 
and at night they gave each Yun a picce 

vt 
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- of brown Bread : Water was brought in 


tous ina great Kettle, ſo that we had e- 
nough of that, and that was all our Drink. 

At night, we were put up 
Weather fair. cloſe into Stables, and were 

guarded by the Country- 
pcople , who brought thzir Arms along 
with them; ſuch as wooden Vithtorks, 
ſome Hedging-bills, and here and there 
one of the belt of them had a Gun; to 
ſome of them our Guards gave their Pi- 
fiols and Carbinesz but , alas, many 
o© them knew no more what to do with 
them, than thoſe that never ſaw one in 
thcir lives. 1 aw one looking upon his 
Piſtol, holding the Muzzle in his hand, 
and with the other hand he was tampering 
with the Lock : I ſtood looking on him a 
g>0d while, thinking by and by to ſce 
the fooliſh Dog ſhoot himſelf ; and fo he 
had, if he had not been prevented by one 
of his Brother-Clowns, who came to him, 
and told him the danger of holding the 
Piſto! in that manner ; and ſo ſhew?'d him 
which end he ſhould hold in his hand : 
Another of them in the night I ſaw take 
the Candle, and bccauſe it did not burn 
bright, he was knocking the Candle in- 
to the Muzzle of his Carbine ; which, if 
Fortune had not certainly favoured Fools, 
he had without doubt ſhot himſelf. Here 
our Lodgings were in two Stables, indit- 
ferent well littercd with Straw. 


Tr{day, 30. Early in the morning, we 
marched out of this Town, the weather 
being fair and clear, we marched twelve 
miles to a ſingle Houſe, which wasan Inn 
npon the Road. Here wedined ; we had 
here Meat an41 Pottage a pretty conlide- 
rable quantity ; but no other Drink but 
Watcr, When we had din.d,we marched 
eight miles farther, to a ſmall Village 
calld Treverah. When we came thither, 


there was no Lodging to. be had for us, 
nor any thing elſe ; ſo here they got ſome 
of their Country brown Bread, and gave 
every Mana bit ; and alſo they gave a Pot 
of Wine of about three Engliſh Pints, a- 
mongſt ten Mcnz fo we were all forced to 
lie down on thecold ground in this open 
Field, having nothing over head, ſaving, 
the Heavens only, whoſe Spangled Sub- 
urbs entertain'd our eyes for the moſt part 
of the night. Here they alſo alarm'd this 
place, that all the Country Boors cam- in 
with their Pitchforks and Bills to guard 
US. 


Wedneſday 31. By the riſing of the Jun 
we begin to March towards Nants ; 
which was diſtance ten Miles ; when we 
begun to come near the Town of Nants, 
they began to exerciſe their Whips upon 
every looſe occafion 5 he that chanced 
but to [tir out of the Ranks, was ſure to 
be laſhed, if any of the Guards wer 
near them fo that with their combanl 
Whipping, they had whipt all their new 
Whips to pieces , that they bought at 
Reens , and fo here they bought more 
new Whips. When we had alt through 
great part of the Town, we were brought 
to an Inn, in the which place we were 
kept backwards in the Yards ; here they 
gave us each Man a penny Loaf of good 
white Bread z and as for Water, it was 
brought in by a Horſe in Burreco's, be- 
cauſe the Water in the Inn was not fit 
to drink. Here many People came to ſee 
us, but none were admitted, except they 


were known to be ſuch as was like their * 


Grand Maſter. It happened that there 
was a Gentleman came into this Inn to 
drink, which went up into an upper 
Room on purpoſe to {peak to us out of 
the window 3 but as ſoon as he was heard

to ſpeak Engliſh , he was immediately * 


hur- 
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hurried out of the Houſe", and withal 
threatned to be put in priſon : our Dri- 
vers had for a long time promiſed to us, 
That as ſoon as we came for Nants, they 
would give vs a Hogſhead of Wine, but 
inſtead of g.'v.nz a Hogſhead, they ſtop 
the Money that a Gentleman gave us, e- 
nough to buy a Hogſhead, and then they 


gave a grand pot of ſad forry Wine be- - 


twixt ten men, which was not above 
each man a glaſs ; towards night they 
went into the Market, and bought up a 
great great deal of the Refuge Fleth in the 
Market ; ſuch as Sheepſheads , Bullocks 
Livers and Lights, and the like ; ſo that 
for our Supper we had about an ovnce 
and } per man, with the Pottage this 
fiuff was boil'd in; our want made any 
thing to go down with a pleaſant taſte ; 
our lodging was in the Stables, 


Thurſday, Aug. 1. We remained till in 
this place, our Guards had determined to 
ſtay all this day to give us a day of reſt: 
In the morning they gave us cach man a 
fouſe Loaf, and at night juſt ſuch a Sup- 
per as we had laſt night of ſuch Fleſh and 
Pottage ; fo after Supper we were put up 
cloſe into the Stables, and a Guard kept 
at the door. 


Friday, 2. Early in the morning we 
made ready, being ſoon dreſt, to march, 
receiving every man a ſouſe Loat before 
for breakfaſt and dinner, ſo away we 
march'd for a Town call'd Fyrerile, di- 
ſtant from Nants 12 Mile; as we were 
upon the Road this day, many of us ſuffe- 
red'great drought for want ot water, the 
Road being very duſty,neither did we paſs 
by any Spring or Wells upon the Road ; 
when we came into the Village call'd E- 
greville, we were put into two Stables, and 
there we were {ſerved with Bread:and as for 


Drink, we had no other than » hat the 
Well afforded ; atter our Supper was end- 
ed, we were put up into the Stables to 
ſleep ; this afternoon four of our men 
had contracted to run away, if any oppor- 
tunity preſented ; the which thing they. 
did accompliſh this night. 


Satzrday, 3. About fix in the morning 
we were calPd out, and counted, as was 
their conſtant culiome 3 they miſt four 
men z then they began to count over a- 
gain, and fo they did at leaſt fix times; 
but when they tcund that four of our 
men had deſerted themſelves, you would 
admire to hear how Jack French-man be- 
gan to ſwear, and to abule all the reſt. 
Immediately Horſes and Men were ſent 
in purſuit ſeveral ways, but none of them 
could have any intell:gence of them ; in . 
the mean time we were all carried into a 
cloſe Barn, and a Guard ſet over us all 
day: about night our Guard a Marine carne 
back, and taking his Roll ot our names, 
call'd us over two by two; and as 
they came out of the Barn, they were 
ſorely drubb'd, until fuch time that he 
was quite weary, and not able to drub . 
more ; withal commanded them to tell 
where the four men were which had des - 
ſerted themſelves ; but alas! no man 
was able of us to give that account; for, . 
I believe, poor men, they did not know }. 
well themfelves where they were. But 
as for our parts we were all hand-cuft a- 
gain : aud becauſe they had lott ſome of 
their handcuffs , they bound many of cvr. 
men with Cords; fo away we were car- 
ried to the place where we hy laſt night, 
having a great Guard over us all night, 
giving us nothiag but Bread and Water. . 
this day, 


Snaday , 


Smnd.4.Farlyin the morning we march'd 
out of this Town into a {mall Town, 
whote name | have lolt; in this Town 
we were conducted to a cloſe yard, where 
we were ſerved our Dinners, which was 
brown bread and watcr; after we din'd, 
away we march'd to a Town which was 
diltant from Epreville twelve miles, call'd 
St. Saravan ; now the weather beivg very 
Rainy, we went no farther than this 
Town, but lodg.d all night in a Stable; 
our (upper was tuch as our Dinner, bread 
and water ; ſo here we were well guar- 
dcd all night by the Inhabitants ot the 
place. 


Monday, 5. Early in the morning we 
were ſerved with bread and watcr, fo 
away we march'd twenty miles to a 
Town calld St. Vincean, the Road very 
good ; but by reaſon of the duttinels of 
tne Road, and the want of watcr, we 
(utfered great drought z when we came 
into Town, we were drove into a great 
Inn, in which wss a great {quare Yard 
here they ſerved us our Supper , brown 
bread and water , but here they gave us 
each man a {mall bit of Butter; I am ſure 
the Pot would not hold bx pound that 
ſerved two hundred, the quantity and 
goodneſs wer: both alike, for it had ma- 
ny colours, and very nally ttuff ; not but 
that there is good Butter to be had here, 
and enough. Attcr we had ſupp'd, we 
went no the Stables to fleep, where our 
Lodging was on the dung, baving very 
Urtle or no Litter under us; the Houle 
was allo well guarded by the Inhabi- 
tants, 


Tueſday, 6, Farly in the morning we 
made ready to much, cating our Break- 
fitt and Uinncr buih under uie,vctore we 


came forth, which was brown Bread and 
VVater, .by the firength of which. we 
were to march Twenty Miles, betore we 
were to eat any more: In; this Town, 
leveral of the Towns-people came to me, 
and very kindly asked me, how I, did , 
and would, it it had becn pothble have 
perſuaded me, that | was a French-man, 
and born in this Village, and theretore 
dclir'd me to ſpeak my Native Tongue 
to them ;. they did not ſtick to (wear , 
that I was born here, unto our Guards, 
Frum honce we marched Twenty Miles, 
to a Village, called St. Jacque, when we 
came into this Town, we {aw cur Guard 
a Marine, who lett us at Eprevile, in pur- 
{uit of the tour Men that deſerted. He 
told us, that he had taken them; and 
withal told us, that he had beat them fo 
long, that he had broke three Sticks over 
their Backs, which we atter knew to be 
talle, tor he pretended he had ſent them 
to Kochefurt betore us, which when we 
came there, we tuund there was no ſuch 
Mcn.ln this Town they put us all into an 
empty Houſe, where our Lodging was 
on the b:re Floor. At our entrance into 
the Town they rang their Bells to larm 
the People, who by the quantity that ap- 
peared, would have gave a Man to think, 
that there had lately been ſome Contagion 
that had ſwept all, or molt all away, fo 
t.w did the People appear. « Our Supper 
was here Bread, and cach Man a Glaſs 
of Wine and Water ; fo after Supper was 
done, we lay down to Sleep, but were 
prevented by their beating, a Drum at the 
Dovr all Night; and fo like to Negroes 
they beat aud made a noile, as it they 
had bcen the fame. The chiet Man in 
this place was upon the Guard to Night, 
and his Accoutrcmcents were ſuch , tiiat 
tor want ot a belt tor his Sword, he was 
toxc'd to make it talt tv him with a piece 
of 
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of an old Halter ; and this Man, our 
Guard told me, was the Mayor of the 
place, 


IVedneſday 7. About Noon we march'd 
out of this Town ; but before we went 
oat of the Town, we expected we 
ſhould have ſome Food ; ſome of our 
Men asked the Guard 2 Marine, it he 
would give us any Food, for he told 
him our People were not able to March 
without; he preſently fell to whipping 
him with his whip, and told them they 
ſhould have none until Night: So away 
we march'd twelve Miles to a Village, 
call'd Shearone 3 we croſs'd over a River 
juſt by this Town in a Ferry-boat* at 
twice, all of us; and when we came in- 
to the Town, we were put ſome into a 
Barn, and the reſt into Stables very 
well Litter'd ; our Supper was here a piece 
of brown Bread , and about halt an 
Ounce of Butter per Man, and our Drink 
was water: Now we being near the 
Sea-(ide, they were very fearful we ſhould 
make our Eſcapes in ſome of their Bur-

at wotk, with other Artificers, to bujldin 
of Mud-walls, and digging ot Moats, an 
laying out ſeveral = Fortitication, 
As we paſled by the Soldicrs, they ett off 
their work, and came running at u5 open 
mouth'd, calling us what ug]y names they 
could, and withal railing, againit the Prince 
of Orange molt deſperately , until fach 
time that their Offcers came and drubb'd 
them to their work. V Vhen we got into 
the City, we heard many of the pcople 
ſpeak good Engliſh, giving us their pray- 
ers to God for cur Deliverance ; and 
all that could well cotfie near us, pri- 
vately gave us their Charity. V Vhen they 
brought us to a round Tower next the 
water-lide , we fatc down in the Strect 
for the ſpace of halt an hour, in thewhich 
time the good people of the place brought 
us a great quantity of pure white Bread, 
and would have given us many thing elle, 
but were hindred by thoſe Rogues that 
guarded us. After the half-hour ſtop, as 
aforeſaid, we were all put into this round 
Tower. Our Guards here gave us no- 
_ to eat or to drink ; but the good 


toons, which hy in fight; for- the pre-/* people of this place got leave of the Men 


venting of which, they got at lealt 3 
Men very well arm'd with Firclocks to 
guard us all Night. 


Thurſday, 8. Early in the Morning we 
began to march toward Roche! , which 
was diſtant twelve Miles ; within fix 
Miles of Rochel, was a Town in the which 
they gave us Bread, and ſeveral heads of 
Garlick, which they heaved into the road 
amongſt us, to nike us ſcramble in the 
dirt for it: here they took off all our Mens 
hand-uffs, and looſed them, becauſe they 
ſhould not be ſeen in that manner in the 
Town of Rochel. About three in the af- 
ternoon we came into the Town of Ro- 
chel, where we ſaw many of their Soldiers 


that belonged to the Town, that guarded 
us, to come in and relieve us, and (o they 
did, for they brought us white Bread and 
Butter enough, and a ſufficient quantity of 
good VVine. At night we lay all down 

toſleep on the cold Stones. 


Friday 9. About Eight in the Morning 
we were brought out of this Tower; 
and as we palt along the Streets, the 
People gave us their Charity. Towards 
the further part of the Town, we were 
ordered to ht down in the Strect, where 
we were (crved our Breakfaſt, viz, a fix 
Denire Loat , and one Sirdena per Man; 
that done, away we marched towards 
Rochefort, being diſtant Fifteen Miles, fome 
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call it Twenty one Milesz but by the 
way, t a lingle Inn, abour half way be- 
tween Rochel and Kochefort, we fat down 
and were ſerved with Eread and Water ; 
from hence we marched to Rochefort ; a- 
| bout Seven in the Evening we entred in- 
to the Town, and ſo were carried to 
the Priſon; there we found about 200 
of Dutch-Mcn, which were fcized upon, 
and ſtopt at Bourdeaux, This Priſon of 
Koebefort, is, I believe, as fhne a Prifon as 
any is in Exrope; tor without doubt, it was 
'} not deligned tor a Priſon, for the Rooms 
| were very neatly laid out with very tine 
7 Chimneys, and curious Glais Lafh-lights. 
* It is ſaid, th.ſe Houſes were built tor the 
3 King's Officers to live in ; within the 
Gares of the Priſon was a large Square 
Court, which did not contain leſs than 
7 140 Square Perches, and all over-grown 
. with Graſs. In this place, when we 
" came in, we ſat down on the ground , 
\ and to every Seven Men we had a Loaf 
'! given, and a Can of pretty good Wine; 
'7 aftcr we had Eat and Drank, we-went 
* into the Priſon , where we lay on the 
I Floor. The Datch-men that were there 
before, had Beds to lye on in very good 
order ; ncither wee they bare of Cloaths, 
as we were, by reaſon they had liberty 
'F to fave both Cloaths and Money, being 
+ only fiopt and ſcizcd in the River of Bowr- 
+ deanx and Sherant, 
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' Saturday, 16, About Ten in the Morn- 
'F ing the Clerk came in, and took our 
' Names, with the Ships Names we were 
taken in ; after which,we Melt our ſclves 
{even and ſeven together. Four days iu 
the week they gave us Meat, but it was 
{{ but vcry little ; and at night Be2ns: The 
| other three days we had Fiſh; but the 
| quantity did not exceed an Ounce per 
it Man; and thoſe nights we had Peaſc. 


| 
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Three times a day we were ſerved Wine 
about half a Pint per Man for a Meal, and 
the VVine not much to be found fault 
with. As for Bread, we had about fix 
Pound per day tor ſeven Men, Every thing 
now was ten times better than it was 
when we came from Thoxlon. Our Ledg- 
ing was on the Floor for the moſt part 
of us. 


Saturday , 17. Very near 2co more 
Engliſh-men were brought hither from 
Breſt , who came all the way in Irons : 
They told us, they far'd very well upon 
the Road, in reſpeQt to us. About thirty 
came alſo from Port- Lewis, preſently af- 
ter. Among(t thoſe that came from Breſt, 
were two of thoſe Men that deſerted them- 
(clves from us at Egreville. T hey to'd re, 
They had been down at Penbeef, and there 
lay a Dane; they gor on board of him 3 
but the Dane was fo unkind to them, he 
would not carry them out, but put them 
aſhoar again, and would not entertain 


them; and as they were wan?ring up and . 


down, they knew not which way, they 
chanc'd to croſs the Road juſt as theſe 
Men were paſſmg by, who came from 
Breſt : now becaute this Provoſt had loſt 
ſome of his Men upon the Read, he ſci- 
zeth theſe two Lads, and put them in 
Irons, and brought them hither. 


Friday, 23. About Noon, this day of 
Engliſh, Scots, Sweeds, and Danes, were 
muſtered to the number of 200, and 
were drawn out of the Priſon into a 
Cloſe, oppoſite to the Priſon, by twenty 
Couple together z when we came there, 
there was a ſtrong Guard ot Soldiers, 
and with them ſeveral Smiths, having 
all things for their purpoſe in readineſs , 
ſo we were forthwith all put into Irons, 
Handcuff*'d two and two together ; and 
after 
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after this was' done, to make us the 
more ſecure to them, they made twenty 
Couple of us faſt together, by ranging a 
Rope, and faſtning it to cach pair of 
Handcuffs, giving us about three Foot 
ſpace, jult to tread clear of one an»thers 
Heels. In this order we were all com- 
manded to fit down in Rank on the 
Ground ; that done, they gave Shoes to 
all ſuch as wanted to perform this long 
Jonny: after this they gave us our 

inners, Bread and Sirdcna's , with a 
Cup of ſowr Beverage ; ourDiuner be- 
ing ended, we began our march, crotſing 
the River of Sherant in the Ferry-boats ; 
ſo away we march to a Town three 
Leagues diſtant , call'd St. Far Engle, 
on the outlide of which Town was an old 
Caſtle, and a great Farm adjacent, in 
this Cloſe we were all rang'd in rank on 
the ground z fo they ſerved us our Sup- 
per, which was one Egg and one Sirdeua 
for a Man, with a Cup of BeverageV Vine; 
that done, we were all put into'a Stable 
or Barn, wherein was plenty of Straw, 
where we got a very good nights Reſt, 
\ the beſt I ever got in France. 


Satrrday, 24. Early this morning, we 
werc rouz:d to march, being ſoon drelt : 
ſo being roped together , and counted, 
we marched three Leagues, without cat- 
ting or drinking, to a Town called Ogza : 
In this Town they drew us all together 
into a place which formerly was a Bury- 
ing place for Proteſtants ; here they gave 
us our Dinncr , which was a Diſh of 
Broth, as they call it ; but it was ſuch, 
that the like I never talted for naltinels, 
having no Meat boil'd init: I'do fuppole 
they threw into it a little naſty Oyl, and 
- fo, with ſome brown Bread put into it, 
\ they gave us this ſtuff for our Uiuner z but 
this ituff fel] ſhort, that it would not 
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ſerve all the Men; (@ they afterward 
gave amongſt us about_thirty Eggs; fo 
with this, and a\Cup of ſmall Beverage, 
we made our Dinner > After Dinner, a- 
way, we marched tc all Town at tl 
Mouth of the River of Bourdeaux, c.lled 
Ram. Encring this Town, they made us 
all fit down on the Sand by the Sea-fide, 
becauſe that none of the Inhabitants of the 
Town thould come near us; in which 
place we fate until ſuch time as they had 
provided us a Lodging-place; keeping, 
in the mean tune, firict Guard over us, 
to hinder the Towns-people trom giving 
us any thing; fo that they could only 
ltand at a diliance, bemoaning our fad 
condition with ſhowrs ot tcars, but durſt 
not come near us, for fcar of the Guards. 
The p-ople of this Town, add likewiſe 
of the Town of St. fan Anglie, are knows 
to be th: major part of th:m Proteſtants: 
We fate fo long on the Sand. before they 
had provided us Lodging, that the flow» 
ing Tide had driven us up to the very 
doors ; after which, we were driven into 
an empty Houſe, in which we lay all 
night, not ſuffering one man to go out to 
calc himfſclt, to that thoſe that had occa- 
lion, were forc'd to do it where we lay. 
They gave us for our Supper an Egg, and 
one {mall Sirdena, with a piece of Bread, 
and a Cup of Beverage for each Man » fo 
here we ſlept, though moſt fadly annoy- 
cd with the ill ſcent of our own Excre» 
ments, 


Sunday, 25. We remained in this Town 
until Twoin the Afternoon, and had our 
Dinner here, which was one Exg and one 
Sirdena, with a piece of Bread and a Cup 
of Beverage per Man, All this murming 
was not one Man admitted to go out to 
caſe himſelf ; in which fad manner we 
continued , until the two Barques were 
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ikady to take us in» At Two in the At- 
ternoon we came all forth ; and as we 
came out, we were ftrictly ſearched for 
Knives or Razors, notwithſtanding our 
being fo ſiriftly ſearched at Rochfort : that 
done, we were all made faſt together in 
two parcels, an hundred Men in each par- 
cel, tor all we had no further to march 
than about a Bowc-ſhot : but ſuch was 
their great fear of our being reſcu'd by 
theſe Proteſtant People, or at leaſt con- 
veying us away from them. Many of the 
people of the Town followed us at a 
diltance, heaving after us Apples, Pears, 
and Plums, &c. We walked down almoſt 

low as Low-water-mark , where we 
ere into two ſmall Barks,- calld Bur- 
trons, alias Brittoons, When, and as faſt 
as we came aboard, we were an hundred 
&f-us forced down into her (mall Hold, 
ftowing one upon the other in a moſt 
miſerable condition ; ſo that neither with 
Tongue nor Pen am I able to expreſs the 
miſery we endured while we were on 
board the Barque, both for want of Air 
and Room y and many times were the 
Hatches alt laid cloſe over us for ſome 
time , until we tht were next to them 
were forced to heave them open, for fear 
of tiifling all che rett of the Men. At the 
firſt of the flond, we floated, and away 
up the Biver we went, having in our 
Company the Pottaſh, or Guard-ſhip of 
that place. to be our Guard, At night 
they gave us one Egg, and one Sirdena, 
with a ſmall bit of Bread and a cup of 
Water per Man; fo here we remained in 
a mot miſerable condition, not having 
room to lit, ſtand, or lic down. 


Monday, 26, We continu'd fill on board 
the Barques , anchoring every Tide of 
Edv, the Wind being Eaſterly, ſo upon 
the' Flood turned it up the River, Our 


whole days allowance to day was a ſmall 
bit of Bread, with one Egg, and one Sir- 
dena, and a cup of Water per Man, conti- 
nuing ſtill on board the Barque, in a moſt 
miſerable condition. 


Tweſday, 27. About Noon this/day we 
got up as high as Borrdeanx, anchoring 
oppolite to the Town. As ſoon as the 
News of our being there was got aſhore, 
off came the People of all forts and fizcs, 
both gentle and ſimple, and beſides a 
very great number ftood on the Shoxe- 
fide. Thoſe that came off to us were not 
ſuffered to come near us; yet ſome of our 
people did get fome relict by fealth , 
and did privatcly convey ſome Letters 
aſhore. About Four in the Afternoon, 
they gave us each Man a Bisket-Cake, 
and two Sirdena's, and a cup of VVine. 
Supper being done, ſeveral of our Men 
were put into a great flat Boat, to give 
more room for the reſt : but their Lodging 
was this night very bad, for about Nine 
at night it began to thunder, lighten, and 
rain, as if Heaven and Earth would have 
met z in the mean time, our poor people 
lay in an open Boat, having no ſhelter at 
all; nor in the morning any dry Cloaths 
to ſhift themſelves ; but if they had, they 
could make no ſhift, by reaſon of their 
Irons ; which would not admit of any 
ſuch thing. * 


Wedneſday, 28. About Eight this mor- 
ning we were all put into two flat Boats, 
in order to our paſſage up the River: in 
theſe Boats alſo we were ftow'd very cloſe, 
but yet not half ſo cloſe as before, Erc 
we looſned from before the Town, off 
came an Engliſh Merchant, who got per- 
miſſion to ſhare amongſt us ſome Money 
which he had collected for us among(t 
the reſt of our Engliſh Merchants : fie 
gave 
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ave as Loaves of Bread, and Jars of 

Vine and Brandy, and ſeveral roaſted 
Geeſe ;, allof them wiſhing us well. Our 
Engliſh Merchants promiſed us, That they 
would write to England, and give an ac- 
count of us. About 4 Flood, we laoſed, 
and away we went, until the Tide was 
done ; then we came toan Anchor op 
ſite to a ſingle Houſe on the North-lide 
of the River, where we ſtaid -until+the 
Ebb was done. Our Supper was two 
Sirdena's per Man, with Bread and Beyc- 
rage 3- ſo the firſt of the Flood away we 
went, Sail and Oars. 


Thurſday, 29. About Noon this day 
we were nd up as high as the Town 
of Langoon ;, a little higher on the North 
fide was a {mall _ oppolite to 
which we Din'd z our Dinner was one 
Egg , and one Sideras per Man , with 
Bread and Beverage, as at other times z 
at night we came to a ſmall Town on 
the Noxth-ſide of the River, called ©xo- 
dero , here we went aſhore all of us, and 
hy all Night -in an empty. Houle, our 
Supper was Mutton and Brothz but as 
for the Mutton, the quantity was ſo ex- 
tream ſmall, that one Man might with 


| caſe cat Twenty Mens allowance z with 


about Two Gallons. of Beverage for 
Twenty Men: many that had no Veſſels, 
ſuch as Drinking-Pots, &c. were forced 
to put their Broath-or Wine into thetr 
Hats: In this ſavage manner were we 
often ſerved by. theſe Bruitiſh Freneh- 
men. Supper bemg ended, we went 
all co ſleep on the bare floor, tic Houſe 
being nel quanted round, both within

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gaveamongſt us near/Twelve Pound .

Friday 30. Eaily in the Morning we 
came down to the Boats, -being flouted 
and ſcoffed at by the people all the way 
we we paſſed , calling us Rebellious 
Rogues tor Fighting againſt our lawful 
King 7:mesz one who, as they ſay, was 
a Tightcous as a God; and withal run- 
ning out ſtrangely againſt King 1.2m, 
calling him Jack Orange , and ſaying, they 
would cut his Throat in a ſhort time, 
and make us all Gally-flaves; yet for 
all this , we paſt along , taking no ©- 
ther notice of them than this, by laugh- 
ing at their fooliſhneſs; We entred all 
into the Boats, and away we wents 
about Noon they gave to each Man of 
us for Dinner one Sirdena, and one Head 
of Garlick, with Bread «nd Beverage 3 
and for Supper, one Egg and one Sirdena, 
with Bread and Beverage : So we lept 
all Night in the open Eocats, having, no 
Canopy but the Heavens, the Weather 
fair and clear, 


Saturday 31. In the Morning very 
early , the, Boat-men began to work , 


tracking us up the River ; ſometimes 
we had at leaſt Thirty to a Boatz about 
Noon we came oppoſite to a. great Town 
on the North-ſide of the-River , called 
Marmanda, and went al! aſhore, where 
our Guards, upon ſome {1ſpicion, ſearch- 
ed all our Irons, ſome they found had 
broke their Forelocks, to them they gave 
a ſufficient quantity of drubs with a great 
ſtick ; ſo immediately a Smith was ſent- 
for to ſecure them, and make them 
faſter : That done, we were ordercd into 
the Boats again, where they gave us cur + 
Dinner, one Egg and one Sirdcrs, with > 
Bread and 'Bevcjagez and for Supper 
the like. , We came to an Anchor cloſe 
by the Shore, near vo Town, where we

Sept--mber, Sunday, 1. In the Morning 
early we began to put forward, and a- 
bout Noon we came oppoſite to a Town 
on the North-lide of the River, called Lz> 
port ; this day they pretended we ſhould 
make a very great Feaſt of Fleſh ; fo at, 
or about Noon they ' gave 'us -abont an 
Ounce of Fat Pork; for it is the taſhion 
of this Country to cut away all the Lean 
Clean off the Pork, and then eat the Fat 
after it is Salted, They ftop'd us about 
half an hour before the Town, on pur- 
poſe to-make a ſhow of us to'the People, 
the major part of them ſtanding laugh- 
ing at us, as if ſuch fooliſh Slaves asthey 
are, were not ſubje& to the fortune'of 
War as well as we : Then we went up- 
wards until night ; when they always 
came to an Anchor, by reaſon that there 
is no Tracking in the N:ght, for the ma- 
ny Shoals and Iflands there is in the River. 
At Night they gave ns for Supper 'one 
Egg and one Sirdenz per Man 3 forwe lay: 
all nig}tt in the open Boats, the Weather:

About 
two in the Afternoon we came to a Shoal 
place in the River, where we were all 
forc*d to gct out of the Boat to lighten 
her, So we walk'd about a mile, at the 
end of which the Boat put aſhore, and 
thoſe that were able to walk a mile, 
came out of the boat ; that done , we 
took up that little baggage we had, 
and away we march'd , leaving our: 
lick men on the ſhore, until ſuch time 
as they could get Carts to carry them. 
About a mile from the place where 
we landed, was a Town call'd Grana- 
da: cloſe by the Gates of the Town 
we fat down until the fick mcn were 
brought to us, We fat there at leaſt 


wo 


Friday, 6. While we lay in this Barn, 
ſick and we!l all together, we wete molt 
fadly annoyed” by the ill ſcents of our 
mens Excrements; for they were [not 
admicted to go forth to eaſe themſelves, 
the Inhumanity of the Guards - was 
ſuch z much like to- the reſt of their 


inhumane, barbarous Wretches , that e- 
ver lived lince the Creation. In the 


in the Wall oft the Bam, that look'd 
into another Barn, in which was a 
Wine-preis, and abundance - of Grapes 
ready for the Preis; one of our buys 
crept in at the hole, and handed out 
to the moſt part of our men their hats 
full of Grapes, which was a great re- 
freſhing to us, belides filling our empty 
ſtomachs. About Nine in the morning 
we came ont of this Barn; and as we 
were marching down towards the 
Boats , ſeveral' of our fick men com- 
plained to the Provo of their extream 
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the mean time ſorue of us joined our 
ſocks together, and (ent into the Town 
for ſome Wine by a Soldier, that was 
as.a Spectator, looking, upon us z he took 
ſeveral of our Jars; and bxought them 
tullof Wine, and the reſt of our Money 
back, when we our ſelves did not expect 
that our Money would have bought a 
quarter ſo much ; but Wine was {o ex- 
traordinary cheap, that by Retail it was 
ſold for leſs than three halt-pcnce per Gal- 
lon, that is, eight deniers the grand Pot; 
and the Wine was alſo very good 3 when 
ous {lick men came to us, we all entred 
the Gates of the Town, and were con- 
duced to the Market-houſe, and by it 
was an empty houſe, where they uſed 
to put dry Goods, as Wheat, &c. into 
this houſe we were all ſo' cloſe crammi'd, 


that we had ſcarcely room to fttand one. 


by. the other 3- here many of our men 
gt their loads of the Juice of the Grapes, 
ivſomuch that they tell to tighting one 
with the other z the Guards coming in 
to part them, began ..to firike ſeveral of 
them, but they immediately left off hght- 
ing one with the other, and fell toul on 
the Guards, but alas! they came off by 
the worit, being all hand-cufft two and 
two together, At night they brought us 
our Supper , Bread and Onions, with 
lome few Eggs and Sirdena's, but in- 
ltead-of ſerving us, they palicd us, bea- 
ving both the Eggs, and Sirdena's , and 
Onions at-us, with all their force; I 
had a blow juft on my belly wil a 
great Onion, that truly I thought it 
had beat all the breath out of my body, 
and the Eggs were molt of them broke 
all to pieccs, the reſt were thrown on 
the ground' in the middle ct the houle, 
juit as it they were ſerving ſo many Hogs. 
Betore we went to ſlcep, they took many 
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two lours before the Carts cafne ; in 


of the ſick men out of the houſe, and put 
them into another, to rmake a little more 
room for the relt tolye down : That being, 
done, we went to ſleep, but were mott 
ſadly aunoyed before morning, with the 
ſad fiink of our mens excrements ; the 
Towns Guard being ſo like themſelves, 
they would not ſuffer any man to go forth 
to caſe himſelf. 


Sunday, $. After our Guards had been 
at Maſs, we came forth out of this 
place , and ſo with - two Ropes they 
made us faſt together, about Eighty men 
or thereabout, im a Rope; tor ſome of the 
tick they had provided two Carts, but 
two Carts was not fufficient to carry 
all of them; the reſt they made faſt to 
usin the Ropes, on purpoſe that if they 
could not march, we might drag them 
along, which we were. torcd to do by 
their continual drubbing, us with Whips, 
Swords, Sticks, and with their Guns 
likewiſe, if we did but top to the cries 
of our ſick men ; juſt as I have ſeen Car- 
ters in England do to their Horſes when 
they were upon a dead pull, giving each 
one a lick to: mend: his pace; fo did the- | 
barbarous Frenchmen to us ; many times 
the ſick fell down on the ground, not 
being able to ſtand; then were theſe poor 
ſouls dragg'd along on the ground by one 
arm, with a Frenchman following them, 
drubbing them, crying, March ye bug- 
gering Dogs, and fo never leave drub- 
bing, until he had made them to ſtand ; 
and if by no mcans they could, then they 
would ule them after this manner z They 
would take them out of the rope, and fo 
heave them into the Carts, like ſo many 
dead Dogs one upon the other ; & that 
I think is, would melt a heart of ſtone to 
behold it, I ſaw one of theſe Rogues 
druba poor man. that had the Calenture 
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and was at the ſame time as ſenſeleſs 
as a Stone, moſt deſperately, to caulc 
him to make more room in the Cart; 
and alas, the poor Man he cricd at 
his Blows, but did not conceive what 
the occalion of them was the next day 
the Man died of his Diſtemper z in this 
manner we marched two Leagues, and 
the end of which, we came to a lingle 
Inn by the Road-fide ; here we fat 
down to eat our Dinner and Break- 
faſt, which was always given us at 
one time , and now it was a picce of 
Bread, and one Egg per Man, with a 
Glaſs of V Vine; Dinner be- 
ing ended, away we marched 
three Leagues turther to the 
great City of Tholuſe ; a- 
bout Eight at Night we came cloſe to 
the Gates of the City, where thou- 
ſands bf People of all forts and ſizes 
came out to (ce ſo rhany Englifh-men 
as ,we were in that/Condition , but 
none was ſuffered to come near us, Cx- 
cept by ſtealth; on the out-ſide of the 
City we were all drove into to a cold, 
\wet Stable, Sick and VVell all together 
where we had neither bit of Bread, 
nor drop of Drink given us; neither 
would they let thole that had any 
Money buy any; the place was guard- 
ed all round by the Inhabitants of the 
place.

Monday, 9. This Morning about 
Ten of the Clock, we were all 
brought out of the Stable, and 
as we were counted, ſo we were ro- 
ped together; we were | then order- 
ed to fit down on the Ground in 
the Cloſe, jult without the Stable 
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and here, to make us amends for 
our Supper , they gave us this great 
Dinner, viz. about an Ounce of na- 
lty, ruſty, greaſy Pork, ſuch it was, 
that many of our hungry Stomacks 
could not away with; but withal, 
we had a ſouſe Loaf, and a Cup 
of Wine and Water Man ; Din- 
ner being thus ended, we remained 
in this place to be made a ſhow of 
to the People; the end for which 
we its about the Country; tor 
the People of the place gave Money 
to come in to fee us, and the Rogues 
the Guard told them, that we were 
a Man of Wars Mens Company, whom 
they had taken; alſo alledging us tv be 
a pack of Rebellious Rogues, that 
had fought againſt Righteous King 
James, and that by the King of France 
we were condemned to be made Gal- 
ly-ſlaves of, and moſt of the common 
ſort of People believed it, but _ the 
better Sort of People were more in- 
quilitive into the truth of the matter; 
this we underſtood by fome of our 
People that ſpoke French very well; 
who told them, that as yet, they had 
not as we could hear, gained that 
point of Honour as to take an Engliſ 
Man of War; but otherwiſe _ 
we were of us at leaft Fiveof our 
thirty Ships Companies of _ 
Merchants Ships Men , and their Hoſpi- 
molt of them Ships of no tal. 
force at all; ſcveral of the 
Gentry ſeem'd to pity us; but ha- 
ving Information, that we werg not 
of their Opinion, but on the con». 
trary, that we were Calviniſts 3 their 
Charity to us was barefooted and cold g 
while we lay in this place , I do be- 
D lieve 


lieve there was not leſs than Twenty 
ſeveral Orders of Clergy-men came in 
to ſee us, teiling us we were wretch- 
ed People , for fighting againſt God 
and the Truc Religion 3 withal , tel 
ling us, That their Beads which they 
ſhew'd to us, and their Prayers in 
their Cloyſter , was of greater force 
than our Arms of England; they in- 
quired of us, it there were a- 
mongſt us any Roman Catholicks ? we 
told them, none of the Engliſh 3 but 
we had one Iriþ-man that was, 
which was a poor lilly Soul, that 
ſcarcely knew Good from Evil 3 we 
brought them to himz and whcn they 
came to him , he underſtood nut one 
word they ſpake; they croſt him, 
and that the French had done hetore 
by taking him; and bleſt him, and 
that was but ſmall benefit to him 
ſo away they wentz the poor Soul kit 
their Sleeves at their departure , to 
ſhew his Obedience to their Church. 
About Two in the Afternoon , we 
marched from hence 3 the People flock'd 
to ſee us in a great number , both 
Gentry and others : For this City is 
as near as I can gueſs, who was born 
in London, to be very near, it not 
quite as big as the City of London with- 
in the Walls ; and belides, the City is 
very populous, the City is wall'd round 
witha Brick-wall, with a Trench or Ditch 
without the Wall , but that was hilled 
up, and Gardens made in the fame 3 
there is little or no Suburbs belong- 
ing to this City, except it be here 
and there a firagling Houle 3 and a- 
bout the Town-walls, I could not ſee 
one piece of Ordnance , nor any For- 
tification z and I am fure we walkt 
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the Wall three quarters of it Circuit ; 
we had not marched above a quarter 
of a Mile , but we ſaw two Men that 
was broke on the V Vheel not long fince ; 
as far as I could gather, it was for be- 
ing Hugonots or Calvinifts ; and we had: 
ſeveral Mcn with us that ſpoke French 
naturally z we marched two Leagues 
further, to a Town call Caſtinata 
when we came there, we were made 
to fit down on the cold Ground , until 
they had ſerved us our Supper, 
which was a halt-peny Loaf, and a 
Cup of VVine; that bcing done , we 
were put into a Stable , and lay on 
hot Horſe-dung , like ſo many Swine, 
the Town being all in Arms to guard 
us, 


Tweſday , 1c.. Early in the Morning 
we were counted like ſo many 
Sheep , and we were roped together, 
and away we marched three Leagues 
to a Town called Baſiego, juſt about 
Twelve of the Clock we entred 
the Town; juſt at our Entrance, 
we met a great Concouſe of People 
attending a Funeral , which was fſo- 
lemnized after this manner : 1 taking 
eſpecial notice thereof in all its Cere- 
monies, which was: thus : The Pricſ 
walking before the Corps reading the 
Service, which was carricd on a Bier very 
neatly dreſt , and before him was car- 
ried a wooden Crucifix , the Prieſt was 
dreſt up in his Pontifical Habit , and 
after him came one carrying Holy 
VVater, ſprinkling the People as 
he paſt z but that which made me 
almoſt ready to Laugh , was to ſee 
a VVoman that came after , afliſting 

the 
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the Ceremony with two Tallow Can- 
dles burning in one hand, and her 
Apron held before the Candles with 
the other , to keep the VVind from 
blowing them out, the Tallow of 
the Candles running about her hit, 
the - Sun at the ſame time ſhining 
very reſplendently: The Ceremony 
was no ſooner done, but in comes the 
Prieſt into the Town, and pulls off the 
old Trumpery of the Pope , and got 
amongſt the Crowd fiaring on us, and 
by his Countenance was very well 
pleaſed at the fight , to fee fo many 
Eneliſh-men in Irons , and Roped to- 
gether , ſitting on the Ground in the 
middle of the Street , _ an Egg, 
and one Onion, with Bread and Be- 
verage for their Dinner; by this time 
they had followed their drubbing us 
ſo cloſe, that they had broke all their 
Sticks, and molt of their Swords, and 
the Barrel of one of their Guns about 
our Backs: we have now about thir- 
ty of our Men very Sick in the Carts, 
who never miſt of drubbing ſcarcely two 
hours in the day; ſome becauſe of 
their weakneſs, they were not able to 
get up into the Carts 3 and ſome for 
{tirring in the Carts, ſometimes to get 
a little caſe; we marched two Leagues 
farther to a Town, called Villa Franks , 
where we fat down in the middle of 
the Streets, and got our Suppers, one 
Egg per Man, and one Onion betwixt 
two Men ; when our Supper was cnd- 
ed, we were drove into a Stable, 
where our Lodging was on the hot 
Horſe-dung , the Houſe being guard- 
ed all round by the People of the 
Town. 


Wedneſday , 11. Very early in the 
Morning we were brought forth., be- 
ing roped togethcr, and counted like 
Sheep, the Sick put into the Carts , 
who never miſt ot drubs, for that they 
had duly paid, and that very often 
in a day; away we maiched three 
Leagues to a large Town, called Ca- 
ftelaz; when we came into the Town, 
we fat down in the Streets in three 
Ranks; here they gave us for Dinner , 
three {mall Sirdena's per Man , with 
Bread and Beverage; ſeveral of our 
People would have bought ſomething 
elle of the People, but durſi not, ex- 
cept It were by Stealth; there was 
one of our Men went to buy of a poor 
Woman , 4 little plate of fry'd Meat, 
which was diſcovered by the Rogues 
the Guards, who took away the Meat 
trom the Woman by force , and hove 
away the Meat, Plate, and all into the 
middle of the Streets, broke the Plate, 
and f{poild all the Meat, and this was 
their Cruelty , who would not give 
us Vidctuals ſcarcely enough to keep 
Lite and _ Soul together; neither would 
they ſuffer thoſe that had Money to 
buy any, except it were by fiealth : 
we marched from hence three Leagues 
to a Town, call:d Villa Pi#s , it was 
Eight at Night before we entred in- 
to this Town , we being moſt of us 
moſt deſperately tired with this days 
Walk , which was fix Leagues , and 
every League in Langx:dock, contains 
four Ttalian Miles 3- when we came 
into the Town, we were all put into 
a great Stable , our Supper was one 
Sirdena per Man, with Bread and Be- 
verage; our Lodging was on the hot 

D 2 Horſe» 
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Horſe-dung, fo in this manner we reſted 
our weary Bones: This Afternoon we ſaw 
the Highland of Barcelona in Spain, very _ 


plain. 


Thurſday, 12, Exrly in the morn- 
ing we begin our march, and 
marched three Leagues to a Town 
called Villa Sandia , im which place 
we ſat down in the middle of the 
ſtreets in ranks 3 here they ſerved 
for Dinner , a ſmall bit of bred, 
with one Epg , and a cup of fad 
Beverage Wine, a very poor Dinner. 
Our ſick men were this day, as well 
as othcrs, ſorely drubb*'d with Swords, 
Whips, and Sticks , becauſe by their 
weaknels many of them were not 
able to help themſelves up and 
down ; from hence we marched three 
leagues farther, to a Town call'd 
Carkaſonna when we came there, the 
Inhabitants of the Town ſhut the 
Gates againſt us, and would not let 
us enter until ſuch time as the Pro- 
voſt, who was our Grand Signior , 
made uſe of his utmoſt Authority , 
by ſhewing his Commiſhon, &e. Then 
the Gates were opened , and in we 
all entred , where we were conduc- 
ed to a very large ſtable, in which 
we were all put, fick and well. Our 
Supper was a bit of fat Pork , about 
the - bigneſs of a_ Wallnut , and bread 


"to the quantity of a ſouce loaf, and 


each man a cup of Beverage. , Our 
lodging was on the hot horſe-dung , 
which was as hot as any horſe-dung 
whatſoever, This Town of Carkeſonna 
is a very fine fenced Town, with good 
Fortitications about it , yet in all the 
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Fortifications T could not ſee any Ord- 
nance, mounted or unmounted : The 
Town ſeemed to be very populous, 
but at this time there were no men in 
Arms in this Town, ſuch as Soldiers, 


Oc. 


Friday, 13. Before we came out 
of this Stable, they ſerved us our 
Dinner , which was a ſmall bit of Pork, 
like that laſt night, with Bread and 
Beverage. Aﬀter that was ſerved us, 
we were roped together, in readi- 
nels to march; our {lick men were 
likewiſe crouded into two Carts : 
About Ten of the Clock we march'd 
hence four Leagues, we march'd to 
a Town call'd Porſarick ; here we 
made a ſtop in the ſireets for about 
half an hour; in the mean time ſeve- 
ral women came to us, and diltribu- 
ted among us their Aprons full of 
Grapes, and took great pity On us 
[ we were often, and in many pla- 
ces, much pitied by many of the 
tender Sex ]: At laſt we were con- 
ducted to a great ftable, that held 
moſt of us that were well in health, 
and the reſt were put into another 
ſtable with the ſick men; they gave 
us nothing, for Supper, ſaving one {mall 
Loaf, worth about Six Deniers , with- 
out ever a drop of drink, and if we 
call'd for any water , in came the 
Rogues our Guards, and would fall 
to drubbing us with their drawn 
Swords moſt furiouſly; I was at this 
time moſt bitterly inflamed to ſee 
their barbarous uſage, and withal be- 
ing very thirſty, walked with my Mate 
to the door , deliring them to do that 
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favour , as to give me a little water, 
but I partly gue(s'd before what would 
be the cffe& of it 3 in comes one of 
the Guard, and ſalutes me over the Head 
and Shoulders with his drawn Sword, 
and withal gave me a prick on the 
Arm; the lights bcing ail out, I took 
him a good box under the ear, and 
ſtruck him down to the ground, and 
then | ſeconded it with a kick on 
the guts ; that done, up he gets, 
and away he runs to call in the reſt 
of the Guards ; but 1 immediately flunk 
into a hole; in comes the Guards with 
Swords drawn, and Guns cockt, looking 
to ſee if they could tind who it was 
that firuck the Corporal, but could 
not tind him, by reaſon it was 
done in the dark, and I my elf 
lay down, as it I had been faſt 
aſleep. This night they were very 
feartul of our riling againſt them 
ſo the Mayor of the Town was 
brought to us, -to examine the buy 
flinels; to him we made our Com- 
plaint z he co appeaſe us, promiſed 
that we ſhould have a good Supper, 
and all things neceſſary, as Wine, 
and Straw to lye on, &c. that 
done, away he goes, and prefent- 
ly inſtcad of performing his promile , 
he forthwith orders a firong Guard 
to be ſet round the houſe , both 
within and without, and this was 
all we got of Mr. Mayor, he being 
very like the relt ot his Country- 
men , viz, great and notorious Ly- 
ars, and deceivers of men. Cloſe 
by my fide was polted a Centi- 
nel, a -poor innocent fellow, who 
not long after he was placed there, 
fell faſt aſleep; I having yult at 


my Entry a good view of a Hen- 
rooſt , went with my Mate, and 
each of us got a very good Pul 
letz that done, down we came 
to our places, without any noiſe, 
putting our Poultrey into the knees of 
our Breeches 3 our Guard at the fame 
time was faſt aſleep on the Ground, 
and with caſe might any man have 
dilarm'd him , but alas his looks did 
ſhew him to be a poor Innocent Fel- 
low, and” by that means we lct him 
alone, 


Saturday, 14. Early this momng 
we made ready to march, all the 
Town Guards . that watcht us laſt 
Night, going with us: Bcfore we 
got out of the Town, at the Sta- 
ble door where the relt of our men 
lay, we faw the dead body of 
one of our mcn upon a ladder, 
whoſe name was Alexander Montgome- 
ry: Away we march'd; and when 
we had opportunity on the Road, 
we pickt our Fowls. This part of 
the Countrey is very mountainous , 
and yet abounds with plenty of 
Vineyards and Olive-yards: On the 
very ({craggy Rocks and Mountains , 
grow ' great plenty of ſweet Herbs, 
fluch as Thyme , and Lavender, 
Roſemary, Mirtles, and other odo- 
riferous Herbs. This morning two 
of our men did get out of the 
Rope, and (9 flipt into the cran- 
ny of a Mountain, and Kknockt off 
their Irons, and went away undif- 
covered by any of the Guards. 
After we had marched three Leagues, 


we came to a lone Inn by the Road 
lide, 


fide, near 'a Town called Pnzmla; 
we were here conducted into our old 
Halls, the ſtinking Stables; here we 
got our Fowls dreſt, and made a 
great Feaſt; we gave four parts in 
hve to the poor fick men, who be- 
cauſe they were not able to get up 
and down , and help them{clves, they 
would not ſuffer them to come out of 
the Carts from Morning till Night, 
but ſat thcre all Weathers that blew ; 
they gave us here for dinner a ſmall 
bit of Pork, with Bread and Beverage: 
As ſoon as we had Din'd, we march- 
ed out, and being counted out , 
as was thcir uſual manner , they 
miſt two of the number, which 
were the Two that got away ; they 
counted us over at leaſt fix times, 
but when they found that two 
Mcn were gone, the Provolt , with 
the rcſt of them, was in a deſpe- 
rate Rage, ſwearing by all their 
gods , that they would travel us 
to dcath; and when we could march 
no longer, they ſwore they would 
ſhoot us, and let us lye dcad on the 


Road : But alas! all their (wearing* 


at us was but to finall cfte&t; for 
although many of our people ſaw 
them when they went, y<t no Man 
would fay any thing of it to them, 
for fear leſt they might be cloſely 
purſued , and fo taken; and it they 
thould be taken again by any of theſe 
Rogues, it_ were better for then: thcy 
had never becn born, Away we 
marched one League, to a lone 
Houſe, by the which was a cloſe 
place, wherein they uſed to keep 
Sheep, into this place were we drove, 
fick and well, all together z when we 
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came in, we found it to be a moſt 
loathſome place, full of Sheps-dung, and 
the Dung full of Maggots; there was 
no place for any Air to come in to us, 
ſaving a ſmall hole or two in the 
Wall. Before Morning we were moſt 
of us well-near ttifled , what with 
the {tink , and for want of air toge- 
ther : Our Supper here was a piece 
of Bread and a Cup of Beverage ; 
when our Supper was ſerved us, the 
Houſe was beſet all round with a ſtrong 


Guard, 


Sunday 15. About Six in the Morn- 
ing we fat forth out of this place, the 
Morning Rainy , with all the Guard 
that guarded us laſt Night, which were 
about Fifteen in number , beſides our 
uſual Guard , which were about Four- 
tcen Horſe and ' Foot ; we marched 
Three Leagues , to a Town called Ca- 
piſta, and all was very foul; when we 
came to Capiſta, which is a fine Walled 
Town, we walked almoſt round the 
Town before they could tind an empty 
Stable big enough to hold. us; at latt 
they found a Stable that held us all , 
and would have held as many more , 


if there had been fo many more of 


us: Here they gave us our Dinner, 
which was a piece of Bread worth Six 


Deniers , and about half an ounce of 


Fat Pork, with a Cup of Beverage per 
Man. Dinner was no ſconer «cnded , 
but away we marched ; We had been 
on the Road not much above an hour 
before it began to Thunder , Lighten, 
and Rain, as it Heaven and Earth 
would have met; along we marched 
through thick and thin for the ſpace 

of 
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of three hours in this fad Weather: 
C{ the Water running out of the Knees 
of our Breeches ) until we came to a 
fine fenced Town on the top a Hill, 
called Beſiar, Three Leagues dittant from 
Capita: When we came near the Town, 
we that were before flayed for thoſe 
behind , which were quite foundred ; 
thus in this wet condition we ltaycd 
in the Road near half an hour in the 
Rain , until that they were come up 
to us ; That done, we cntercd the 
Town, and wcre put, as near as I can 
judge , into the Town-Hall; here we 
ftaid near Two Hours in this wet 
condition , as thick and cloſe one by 
another as we could well ſtand; at 
laſt we were carried out of this place 
through: the Rain , the Spouts of the 
Houſes running, or rather pouring on 
our Heads for the ſpace of halt a Mile, 
and in this wet condition were we 
drove into a large cold Stable , where 
we had nothing to lye down on 
but the cold Ground, and the wet 
Horſe-Dung , our Cloaths being as wet 
on our backs, as if we had been 
plunged in a River, and could not get 
one rag off our backs , becauſe of 
our Irons. For Supper we had a 
ſmall Loaf of Bread , with about half 
a mouthful of Meat; the quantity of 
the Meat , I am ſure, was not fufh- 
cient to give a JackDaw a meal, and 
thavs which was of it was moſt part 
Bullocks-Liver and Lights. The Wo- 
man that brought it in to us, brought 
it in a Earthen-pan under her Arm, 
covered with another Earthen Pan 
ſo that any one may judge whether 
Meat for Two Hundred Men could 
well be carried in the nature atore- 


ſaid : Wich our Bread and Meat, and 
each Man a Cup of prick'd Wine, 
we made our Supper 3 that done, 
we lay all down to flecp on the wet 
ground, 


Monday 16. The Morning, and all 
the reſt of the Day being Rainy, 
we continued ftill in this Stable ; a- 
bout Ten in the Morning they gave 
us ſome dry Straw , when we had 
little need of it , our Cloaths be- 
ing almoſt dry on our backs by the 
heat of our bodies; in this Stable 
fome of our Men found out a door 
that entered into a Wine-Ccllar, in 
which was a Butt of ſpecial firong 
Wine , into which Cellar a little 
French - Boy and others got in, and 
handed out to the Men all thcir Pots 
and Jars full of this good Wine, 
which did fo heat and comfort ma» 
ny of them, that they ſoon forgot 
ſorrow. In tine, . before it was dif 
covered, we had drank out the beſt 
part of the Wine. Our Dinner was 
to Day, a ſmall Loaf per Man, and 
about a mouthful of boiled Guts, and 
Lights, and Liver, and half a pint 
of ſowre Wine; for Supper a Loaf and 
Wine : This day died a Man named 


Francis Evans a Cazpenter, 


Tueſday 17. About 1c. this Morning 
we came out of the Stable into an open 
place, and being all roped together, we 
in our uſual manner were lerved- ac- 
cordingly, which was Bread and Be- 
verage. Twenty five of our Sick-Men. 
we left here in their Hoſpital, and: yet 


We. 


we had at leaſt Twenty Five or Thirty 
more that were fick and weak, We 
marched from this place Four Leagucs, 
to a Town call'd Pezeain, a very tine 
wall'd Town, ttanding in a very hne 
level place, and well Moated round. 
Into this Town we entred ,, and were 


put into a very large Stable, w:1l 
littered with Straw. For Supper, 
we had our uſual Allowance of 


Bread, and Pork, and Beverage ; 
ſo here we had a very good Nights- 
Lodging, 


Wedneſday 18, We being roped to- 
gether, and counted, as was their uſu- 
al manner, we marched four Leagues, 
to a Town call'd Dijſhezn, where we 
went into a Stable, and had for our 
Dinner Bread and Beverage, with a 
little bit of Pork, of about an ounce 
weight, From thence we marched three 
Leagues, to a Town called Pwnian , 
where we took up our I odging in a 
Stable ; our Supper was Bread and 
Beverage : So we ſlept in the Stable 
on wet Horſe-Dung. In the middle 
of the Night it began to rain ve- 
iy faſt, the Stable not being avcll 
covered , the rain came' down upon 
us, and almolt floated us: Thus, and 
ſach like, was our Lodging in this Coun- 
trey. 


Thurſday , 19. The Weather being 
fill rainy, we continued fill in 
this Stable all this day: We had {c- 
veral Pricſts and Gentry came to 
gaze On us z who gave us no 
comfort, but derided us, our King 
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and Religion : Telling us withall , 
that King James had routed General 
Schomberg in Ireland; and morcover , 
that next Summer, England allo was 
to be theirs. They ſaid allo to us, 
* Your condition is here very bad, 
* but it you were in England, your 
* caſe would be far worſe ; for 
«* lays they, There is at preſent a 
* very fore Famine, and no Bread 
* hardly to be had for any . Mo- 
* ney. By this I did conjecture, that 
they had in their Countrey a Lying- 
Oracle, and that Truth to them was 
a great Stranger, We were obliged 
to give them che hearing of all their 
Stories, although we did not believe 
one word they taid. They gave us here 
for Dinncr a piece of Bread, and a 
{mzll bit of Mutton, with Beverage ; 
but (o ſmall was the quantity of Mut- 
ton, that one Man \might very well 
have caten twenty Mcns ſharcs : So that 
of that little they gave, bread was 
nine parts in ten of our Provition: The 
reſt -was not worth the naming; our 
Bevcrage was ſometimes pretty good 
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in thoſe places where they could get * | 


no bad Wine z but many times it 
was worſe than Water. For Supper 
they gave us Bread and Beverage ; 
and the Water they boild their Ru- 
ſiy-Pork in, under the Name of Bon- 
Supper : This was our Farce; fo here 
we ſlept this Night allo, in the 
ſame Stable, on the Wet- Horſe- 
Dung. 
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' Friday 20. Early in the Morning the 
fick Men were put into two Carts, and the 
reſt of us being roped together and counted, 
began to march, wading through ſeveral 
Rivers, whoſe Depth took us up to the 
Belly, the Stream running fo ſwift with the 
Freſhes of the laſt great Rain, that it was 
like to overſet our weak Bodies : but our 
being forty or fifty in a Rope, the one held 
up the other. As we paſtalong by the Road 
{ide we had leave to enter into the Vineyards 
and gather Grapes, which we did plenti- 
tully. Many Vineyards in this Country lie 
as open to the Road, as many Commons 
do in England or elſewhere. We marched 
about four Leagues before we came to Mom- 
pellier, which is as fine a wall'd Town, 
and as curiouſly ſituated as ever I beheld a 
Town in my Life, the bigneſs of the City 
I do verily belive to be about the bigneſs of 
the City of Briſtol; but about it isa far 
more pleaſant Landskip, having about it 
ſeveral curious Champion Hills, and fine 
Vine-yards and Olive-yards, and about 
four or five Mile to the Southward of the 
Town is the fair Mediterranean Ocean, 
viz, the Bay of Langnuedock, When we 
came near the Town, we were put into a 
very large Stable, without the Walls of the 
Town. This Country is the beſt fitted with 
large Stables of all the places that ever I was 
in in all Chriſtendom, which have been 
many. Here it is counted a very {mall Sta- 
ble that will not hold two Troops of Horſe. 
And as for their Building, they are built 
with very much. coſt and charge 3 moſt of 
them are built of hewn Stone, all arched 
over head moſt neatly. , In this' Stable 
which we were all put in, Itook eſpecial 
notice of one thing that is juſt at every 
Horſes place all round the Stable : upon the 
Wall was writ the Name of one Saint or 
other 3 what might be the humour of it I 
cannot gueſs: but this I am certain muſt be 
the end of the deſign, either for the Horles 
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to u_ or elle the my z the Letters 
were large Capitals. ave us here for 
Dive vas uſual Quantity of Pork with 
Pread, and Beverage 3 that done, away we 
march'd two Leagues farther, to a ſmall 
Village called Columbeas, where we were 
put into two Stables; our Supper was Bread , 
and Beverage 3 and' our Lodging on: wet 
Horſe-dung, ' ' 

Saturday 21. It being a very dreadful 
Night all the laſt Night for Thunder, Lighe- 
ning and Rain, and” continued until about 
eleven this Morning, about which time it 
began toclear up: fo here we had our Din- 
ner, which was a bit of fat Pork of about 
three quarters of an Ounce Weight, and a 
piece of Bread, and a Cup of Beverage : 
that done, we were roped together and 
counted, and away we marched four 
Leagues to a Town called Imergos ;, here 
we were put into a loathſom place where 
they uſed to keep Sheep in: our Lodging 
was on the Sheeps Dung, having no Straw 
at all : ſome of us got the Hurdles to lie on, 
ſuch as they fold Sheep with, but the moſt 
part lay on the ground : It would grieve the 
Heart of a Stone to hear the Groans all 
Night of our ſick and dying Men which lay 
in this fad Condition, Our Supper was a 
piece of Bread, and a Cup of Beverage, 
which was far worſe than Water : fo here 
we lay until the break of Day. ' 

Sunday 22. We were rouzed very early 
this Morning out of our ſtinking Den, and 
being counted like ſo many Sheep, we were 
roped together, not without many Drubs, 
for thoſe we had daily and hourly : fo away 
we marched for Cicile, The People of 7- 
mergos told our Guards that much of the” 
Country was overflown that 'we were to 
paſs through to day, and therefore adviled 
them to get Carts to carry us over the deep- 
eſt of the Floads. According to their advice 
they rows Carts, which when they came 


tO ce not aboye Knee-deep, they 
" D carried 


carrie$us'over jn the Carts, and fo diſmili 
the Carts : And within leſs than Piſtol ſhot 
of this Place, was a Place twice as deep, 
and ten times the length 3 over this they 
made us to wade, which taok us up to the 
middle, and with | the 4trength of the 


"Stream was like to have carried us off the 


Ground, but: that we were raped together 
in great quantities, {0 we held up one ang» 
ther ; thus were we all tantalized with 
their Carts, making us to wade all the deep 
Places we came at this day. About two in 
the Afternoon we came.to the Town of 
Cicile, being four Leagues diſtant from 
Imergos';, \n which Town we were all put 
into a Stable, wheze they. gave us for Din- 
ner, Bread and Beverage, fo we all conti- 
nued here until Night ;, for Supper they 
gaye us Mutton and Broth, but to ſmall a 
quantity was the Mutton, that one Man 
might caſily have cat as much as twenty 
Men had:; the Broth they ſerved in ſuch a 
manner, that he that had nota Cup or Diſk 
of his own, was forc'd to take his Broth 
in his Hat or Cap. by this means one of 
our: Men got ſcalded moſt fadly : At Night 
the People brought vs. Straw to lie on, 1o 
here we got a good Nights Lodging. 
Maonday:23. In the Morning, about fix 
a Clack, we made ready to march ( being 
ſoondreſs?d ) to a City called Arlaa; four 
Eeagues diſtance: We paſt moſt of this day 
through Fenny Land, that was all grown 
over. with :Tamaraſs, and by a River fide : 
Before. we came to- Arlaa; we crols'd- 0- 
ver this River in a Ferry-boat, at three ſec- 
vera]' times, Sick and Well: On this fide 
of. the River they diſcharged the Carts 
which could not paſs over in the Ferry- 
boats-3: we that were well, march?d about 
a: Mile. to. the, Town, but-thoſe that were 
fick lay onthe Ground until ſuch. time. as 
they . had got- Carts. to bring them to the 
Town.. Before - we, entered the City of 
Arla% we pals'd: over a Bridge made 
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with Boats, and' ſo mored- in the: River, 
Head and Stearn, _ over. which paſsd all 
their Carriage, ſuch as Carts, &c. This 
Town of Arlas is a very fine Town ; 
and cloſe by the Walls runs the River, 
and in the River is much Craft, ſuch as 
Settees and. Tartans, &s. This River is 
that which divides Langxedech from Pro- 
yence. When we had paſt almoſt through 
the Town, at the Eaſtermolt end, they 
put us into a Stable, and gave us Bread and 
Beverage for Dinner ; ſeveral of our Men 
that had no Money, being almoſt Narved 
with their ſad Allowance, did proteſt joint- 
ly, that they would not march out of this. 
Stable, unlels they would give them more 
Vidcuals z and if their Law would bear 
them out to kill ther that were their Pri- 
ſoners of War, they were willing rather to 
die by the Sword, than to be ſtarved and: 
travelled to death. They hearing our Re-- 
ſolution,. gave us our Supper here 3. which. 
was pretty conſiderable, a Souſe Loaf and: 
about an ounce and halt. of Pork,. with. Be-: 
verage, Which. was large , Allowance - to 
what they uled to give us: So here we 
lay all Night, bung well guarded by 
the Town Guards, who- were. indifierent. 
civil to us,, admitting us to- go forth to eaſe 
our {elves which we took as a great kind- 
neſs, being.moſt an end denied that ſmall 
Priviledg, but made us eaſe our ſelves where 
we lay. 

Tueſday,2 4. Early in the morning we 
marched out of the. Town. of Arlaa; the 
way was level, but extream ſtony. Juſt as. 
we parted with- the Town, we paſſed. 
through a' Burying-place,. where we ſaw 
hundzeds of Tombs. hewn out- of ſolid 
Stones of a vaſt breadth and length, moſt 
of them between 8- and 9 foot long, co- 
vered with a. Stone of a vaſt weight : The 
People: of this place did. tell us, that this 
Town was aucjently the Scat of their 
Kingsz and by the infinite quantity of 
Tombs, 


: 


which may fignify that much Gentry did 
attend the Place, as is uſual in the Court 
of Kings : This is the firlt Town we en- 
tred in- Provence ;, we marched 3 Leagues 
unto-a lone Houſe, where there was no En- 
tertainment to be had for us, nor ſcarce any 
thing to be had for Money : Here our grand 
Driver, or Provoſt, gave us hive Soule a 
Man, in a place where nothing fitting for 
Men was to be had; we were forc'd to 
give them their own price, what they plea- 
led to-ask, for mouldy Horſe-bread, or 
any thing elſe that the Houſe would afford. 
After our Diuner was ended, we marched 
full five Leagues to the Town of Sealoon ; 
the way was extraordinary level, though 
very fiony 3 ſo that for the {pace of five 
Leagues, we paſt by but one or two Hou- 
ſes Abqut feven in the Evening we en- 
tred the Town of Sealoon ; our entertain- 
ment here was very bad, not for any want 
there was" in the Place, but through the 
barbarouſuels of the People 3 we were all 
put into a large Stable, Sick and Well al- 
together 3 and for every thivg we had, we 
paid double the price : When we had got 
what we could, we weut to ſleep on the 
hot Horſe-dung, like ſo many Swine, 
having a great Guard both within aud 
without. 

Weaneſday 25. Early in the Morning we 
made ready to march, the Sick were put 
in two Carts; many being in a manner 
dead, thoſe they hailed out by the Legs, and 
by the Throats 3 many of them were fo 
weak, that they were not able to feed 
themſelves ; yet theſe Wretches would not 
defiſt, but kept rg them daily and 
hourly with their Swords, and punchiog 
them with the muzzle of their Guns. We 
marched three Leagues to a fingle Houſe by 
the Road lide; the way very mountanous : 
at this fingle Houſe we (at down,and got our 


Dinner, which was a brown Loaf, and half 
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Tombs, "we could comeQure- no lels : 


a pint of Beverage.From hence we marched 
three Leagueszto a great Town called Am ; 
we were no {ooner centred into the Town, 
but were conducted to a very large Sta- 
ble, the Mobile thronging about us, ſcof- 
ng at usz we were (carcely entred into 
the Stables, but ſeveral Stones were hove 
in at the Windows, one of them cut one 
of our Men through the Lip 3 here we 
were barbaroully uſed ;, our Supper was a 
Soule Loaf, and about half an ounce. of 
lalt Cheele, witha cup of Beverage Wine 3 
we ſlept here like ſo many Hogs on the hot 
Horſe-dung, 

Thurſday 26. About ten in the Morning 
they put the Sick into the Carts 3 thoſe that 
were not able to help themſelves, were moſt 
miſerably drubb'd, hailing them along on 
the ground like ſo many dead Dogs, to the 
Carts, and there beat them in a moſt dread- 
ful quanner; one of our Men that was 
thus ſerved, died within an hour after he 
was put into the Cart : We that were well, 
were roped together after our uſual man- 
ner 3 and away we marched, the People 
many of them hooping and ſcoffing, and 
the Boys throwing Stones at us: The 
Rogues, our Guards, had given us ſuch 
a Character of Rebels, that had rcbell'd a- 
gainſt our Righteous King, as they calld 
him, that the People thought verily, I 
ſuppoſe, that we were worſe than Devils 3 
and withal told them, that we were going 
to the Gallies: We march'd about two 
Leagues and an half to a lone Houſe, where 
we on down ard eat Bread, thoſe that had 
Money bought Wine, and/to thoſe that bad 
none, our Guardian gave a Souſe-worth of 
Wine between two Men 3 our Bread we 
brought with us from Aw; hence we 
matched 3 Leagues to a Town calf'd Recg- 
valia , the, way was very mountainous. and 
bad for Carts: When they came toany fieep 
Hill, this was their manner, they made faſt 
all the Sick to the Carts-Atle with Ropes, 
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with a Man following them, whipping 
them along, left' they ſhould hang on the 
Cart to eaſe themſelves. This was the Me- 
thod they uſed with our ' fick Men. About 
ſeven at Night we came into the Town of 
Recavalia : here we were put into two Sta- 
bles (here in the Night our Men came a- 
mongſt the Hen-Rooſts, and: got ſeveral 
Hens, &c.) They gave us for Supper a 
ſmall Loaf, and about halfan Ounce of falt 
Cheeſe, with a Cup of Beverage. In this 
place they buried the Man that died that day 
im the Cart : they gave us in this place a 
little Straw to cover the wet Horſe-Dung : 
Theſe People that were our Guard were 10 
abuſeful to us all Night, that we that were 
near them could not ſleep all Night for the 
Noiſe they made of flouting and laughing 
at us, pay calling us ill Names. 

Friday 27. We being roped together and 
counted, according, to uſual manner, we 
marched three long Leagues to a lone Houſe 
by the Road fide : the way was very moun- 
tainous, and the ſaid Mountains all over-ran 
with pine Trees, ſo that here much Roſin is 
made. When we came into this lone 
Houſe,they gave us Bread with about half an 
Ounce of fat Pork, with a Cup of ſour Be- 
verage Wine: Our Men here pick'd up 
Sticks; and in- their — Pots they 
boil'd the Poultry they got laſt Night. After 
we had dined we marched two long 
Leagues to a Town called Pruſſta, where we 
lay in two Stables very well littered with 
Straw: they gave us for Su a ſouſe 
Loaf and one Onion per Man. Towns- 
People were here indifferent civil to us, by 
admitting us every one, one after atiother, 
to goforth and eaſe our bodies, which we 
always took as a great favour, and very fel- 
dom obtained. 

Saturday 28. We ſet out of this Town 
very carly in the Morning, and we marched 
two Leagues to a Town called Olivera, a 
fine large Town 3 here we dined, our Din- 
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ner was a Souſe Loaf and two Sirdenas 4 
Man, with each Man a Cup of Beverage- 
In this Town died Job» Wall, a Lad of 
about ſixteen Years of Age, whom theſe 
barbarous Villains had' been beating not 
above an Hour before, for no other cauſe 
than this; The poor Lad being cramb'd into 
the Cart amongſt the reſt of the ſick, when 
the bitter Pains of Death was upon the poor 
Soul, ke ſeemed to ſtruggle for eaſe, and to 
get a little more room in the Cart 3 this 
was all the occaſion. Now after he was 
taken dead out of the Cart, for fear leſt he 
ſhould not be dead, one of the beaſts that 
guarded us, run his Sword into the Belly of 
him, and fo left him to be buried by the 
Towns-People. Dinner being ended, away 
we marched for Tolown , being about a 
League diſtant. The Afternoon proved 
rainy, and the way very bad, About four 
in the Afternoon we came near the Town, 
but not ſuffered to enter z we were imme- 
diately ſent aboard of an /old Man of War 
of theirs, which lay inthe Mold, where we 
found about ſixty Engliſh Men, which were 
Priſoners of War, who were taken in the 
Mediterranean Seas, and about twohundred 
Dutch : When we were got aboard, they 
gave us orders to knock off our Irons,which 
we did forthwith, and hove many of them 
into the Mold : The Scrivan belonging to 
the Ship took all our Names, and the Ships 
Names we were taken in, and our places of 
Reſidence : which done, we were meſt, ſc- 
ven Men together in a Meſs ; and fo for Sup- 
per we had Bread and good Wine, half a 
Pint per Man, which was pretty confidera- 
ble to what we uſed to meet with. Our 

lick Men, which were forty in number, 

were put aboard of a Fly-boat which was 

laſh'd aboard the other Ships: and this they 

called the Hoſpital Ship 3 but it were more 
proper to call it a Slaughter-Houſe 3 for the 

poor ſick Men the major of them had 

no other Lodging but tae bare hard Decks, 


F 
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Their Food was ſomething bettter, although 
much leſſer than the well-People had, vsz- 
Mutton and Broth every day. The Doctors 
that had charge of the poor lick Men were 
the Chyrurgions of the Ships that they 
took here,/ ſome Engliſh and-ſome Dutch 3 
but whether it were through Ignorance or 
Idleneſs, orboth, or for want of good Me- 
dicines, I am ſure the Men died here ve- 
ry faſt, ſometimes two, three, or four a day 
out of that number aforeſaid, 

Sunday 29. It fo ha that he that was 
Captain of the Guard for this Day, was one 
of my Dear Joys: who makes an Oration 
about the Ship for - all thoſe that were Ro- 
man Catholicks to go aboard the Admiral 
with him to Maſs 3 but amongſt our Crew 
there was but one, and that proved to be 
the' Captains dear Country-Man,- which I 
ſpake of before: at Tholuſe : but amongſt 
the Datch there were ſeveral Romans. The 
Captain promiſed great matters to his 
Country-Man, what he would do for him 
for his Country and Religion ſake z but to 
my Knowledg he forgot to perform-any 
thing of it. Maſs was over, and the 
Men come aboard, we were ſerved our Break- 
faſt and Dinner, all under one double A- 
lowance of Bread and Wine, and of Meat 
only one Allowance, which although it was 
but ſmall, yet was it very conſiderable to 
what we ever met with yet in France; for 


' the Bread and Wine were both very 


good; and as for the Meat, it did exceed 
the Weight very ſeldom of an Ounce, or an 


* Ounce and half, or thereabouts : But this 


was the Order in the Morning, every Man 
had a Loaf and very near half a Pint of 
Wine ; at Dinner the like, and Meat too 
if it were Fleſh-day 3 and lo the ſame for 
Supper, Bread and Wine, and either Beans 
Peife, Rite or Callavanſis : and thoſe days 


* that were Fiſh-days, becauſe of the Scarcity 
' of Fiſh, they gave us either Beans, Peale, 


or Callavanſis, inſtead thereof, Our Diet 
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was very well amended, but our | 
was on the bare Decks : But x for tho 
Priſoners of Engliſh and Dutch that were 
here before, .they had all Hammocks and 
Ruggs to lie on, The Dutch here ſeeing of 
us very poor in Habit, and weak in body, 
began to inſult over us, in pretending we 
ſhould ſtay till they were ſerved their Victu- 
als every day, before we were ſerved : bat 
aSſoon as we diſcovered their Ambition, we 
fell to work with them, and for all they 
thought to have been too ſtrong for us, yet 
were they deceived, for we ſoon put them 
to the Rout, and. made them take turns to - 
be ſerved, one firſt one Day, and the other 
the other Day. The Iriſh Captain would 
very often make an Orationto us, requiring 
of us to be loving and kind one to the 
other : and as we were Fellow-Priſoners to 
_— together; but it was ſoon ordered - 
- nor arr gr men 
ip brought alongſt this Ship-ſide for the 
Fnglih-Men to be in by themkiviss for 
whule the Engliſh and the Dutch were t 
ther, the Dutch' would neither pump- 
Ship which was very leaky, nor go in the 
Boatto fetch Wateror any thing elſe aboard; , 
ſuch was their Pride, that tho I had ever 
much Charity for the Dutch before, yetT* 
was ſorry to ſee them ſo arrogant. But that 
day that the Ship- was to be mored bythe - 
other, which was the third day of Ofte- - 
ber, there came an Expreſs from. Paris, . 
that all the Engliſh Priſoners ſhould be car- - 
ried back into Weſt-France, in order (as - 
they faid) to be exchanged, But in- the - 
mean time they took theſe Methods to keep 
our Men at work , that fifty every day - 
they ſent aboard of a Fly-boat Man of : 
War, much like the Xing-Fiſher, there-- 
they ſerved and fitted ſtanding Rigging for + 
their Ships , . but as for wages had ! 
none : Others they ſent aſhore to the Rbpe- - 
walk, to lay Cables to them z for their « 
days work they were paid four Souce a day 3 : 
Another: 


£ 
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We heard, whilſt we were here, that 


Another Gang was ſent aboard of a Mer- 
chant's Ship belonging to ſome of the 
Grandees of the Place, to heave out her 
great Stone Ballaſt, and make her fit to 
Careen : Their Wages was three Souſe and 
a half a day. Another Gang of Carpen- 
ters were drawn out to go to Calk 
this Ship's fidez to them they gave ſe- 
ven Soule a day. Thus Neceflity forced 
us to do that, ſhrewdly againſt our 
wills, In this place of Toxloun, Sea-men 
were ſo ſcarce, that by the Report of 
the Pcople, there were not Twenty in 
the place ; as for my part I never ſaw ten 
whilit I was there. Their own Carpen- 
ters were now fitting out ten Sail of Ships 
to be ready to come down into Weſt- 
France next Spring, and ten Sail is 
the moſt that is here left, which will 
be any way fit for the Sea, The Ad- 
miral is a curious fine Ship to look to, 
but ſhe is broken-back'd, and not ft 
for the Seaz thoſe Ships that are capa- 
ble of coming to Sea, are Ships of good 
Force, from Fifty to Seventy Guns. 


the French had lately forced many of 
the Dutch Priſoners of War to go to 
Sea in the Crulers, by heaving them 
off their Gunnil into the, Boat, if they 
did not go themſelves into; the Boat : 
And fince, the Ships which . had thefe 
Men in them are taken, many of them 
into Algrer, and are now made Slaves ; 
which Action is contrary to the Law of 
God and Nature. The Weather being 
very bad as yet, we @puld not begin 
our Journey until the tenth day of 
Ottober; in the mean. time we buried 
many of our Men,-: and yet many more 
lett Sick, We heard, after our depar- 
ture, that they ſent all our Men, both 
Sick and well, 
ſtrengthen and refreſh. them, left there 
ſhould be none left to travel -back, 
which was very true, as I heard it repor- 
ted by- many of the Men when they 
came- back to Rochfart : There were two 
hundred more that came here, ten days 
after our departure.

Otober. 


Hurſday 10, About ten in the Morn- 

ing, the Weather being fair, all the 
Englifh that were able to march, were com- 
manded-on Shore : So entrivg the Town, 
we were brought to one of the French 
King's Magazines, where we were all cal- 
led over by Name : In the sntersm, in comes 
the Intendant, and makes an Oration to 
us, which was Engliſhed thus 3 Swearing 
by: all his Gods, that we were clear Men, 
only we were to travel to Rochfort, and 
from thence to St. Malo, where we were 
to be exchanged. We defned him, ( by 
the way of an Interpreter) that ſince his 
Excellency was pleaſed to ſay we were 
dear Men, that we might travel back with- 
out being afMifted with Ropes and Irons, 
which we ſaw lay ready for us, -and about 
ſix couple were already ironed 3. we pro- 
miſed upon- our Faith, that we would 


| march quietly through the Country, 


without running, away : He granted our 


* Requeſt, alledging, we were clear Men. 


As toon as we came into Weſt-France, we 
all gave great credit to his words, not 
doubting but that a Man of his Rank and 
Dignity would ſcorn to tell us ( who were 
at preſent his Priſoners, . and lay at his Mer- 
cy, to do with us as he pleaſed) Lies: 
But we aſter found his Words to be like 
the reſt of his lying Country-men, ( who 
are the greateſt Liars upon Earth ) 3 I ne- 
ver heard Word or Promiſe \made by any 
of them,. fince I have been-in the Coun- 


when they promiſed to plague us. The 
Intendant ordered to thoſe that were al- 
moſt naked (that were many ) to have 
Canvale Jackets, and to ſome Shirts, and 
the major part new Shoes. After theſe 
things were ſerved, away we march'd, 
having for our Guard, four of the 
Guarda-Marine, ( who wears a Belt em- 
broidered with Gold and Silver, the 
Flower-de-Luce, and the Croſs Anchors 
and Cables, which is their Commiſſion ) 
belides the Provoſt and two Foot Soul- 
diers. When we came to the outer Gates: 
of the Town, we ftopt about two hours, 
waiting for more Company, which were 
the Men that were taken in the Mediter- 
ranean Seas, belonging, to Capt. Willbourn 
and Cape, Blake, their Number was a- 
bout fixty : So now we were near two 
hundred of us. About three in the After- 
noon we went out of Toxlonv, we matr- 
ched three long Leagues to a Town call'd' 
Pruſſia ;, it was very near eight at Night be- 
fore we <<ame into this Towns yet wer 
marched along briskly, although the Road 
was hilly and fiony, we were in hopes the 
Intendant's words would prove true. our 
Guards were ſomewhat civiller than. they 
were before ; neither was there ſuch ſtrict 
Orders given to- thoſe that guarded 'us by 
Night as before, for we were now admit- 
ted to go forth at any hour of. the Night © 
cale our (elves, if it was required :. They 
ve us here for our Supper each Man a 
mall Loaf of fix Denires, and a cup” of 
Wine ;. 


\Wine 3 fo here we ſlept very well, the Sta- 
ble being indifferently well littered. 


Friday 11, About ſeven a Clock in the 
Morning we came out of the Stables, * eve- 
ry Man receiving a Loaf of fix Denires, 
( which is half a Peny Engliſh 3 the place 
we were to dine at this day, being a lone 
Houſe, where Bread was not to be had for 
ſach a Company of Men : Three Leagues 
we' marched to this lone Houſe, ' the way 
very Mountainous ; when we came there, 
they gave each Main a cup of four Wine, 
and that with our {mall Loaf we brought 
with us, we made up our Dinner : After 
this we marched three large Leagues to a 
Town called Racavalia; after about an 
hours ſtop in the Streets, we -were put into 
two Stables : For our Suppers, they gave 
each Man a Souſe Loaf, and a diſh of Pork- 
broth : now when they came to ſerve us 
the Meat we expected, they gave not one 
Man in ten any-3 it was my chance to get 
a bit ſo ſmall, that I-could have put twice 
as much into my Mouth at once : and as 
for our Drink, it was down-right Vinegar, 
that no Man was able to drink it: Al- 
though good Wine was fo plentiful here, 
and fo cheap, that it was not worth above 
one Crown the Hogſhead by whole-ſale : 
The Vinegar they gave us, we fet-it out 
at the Door, and drank Water, a Brook 
running juſt at the Stable-door : We bore 
all this with patience, hoping once, if it 

leaſed God, to get out of theſe Rogues 
Lak z ſo we went to ſleep quietly in theſe 


Stables. 


Saturday 12. Early in the Morning we 
came out of theſe Stables 3 every Man re- 
ceived a fix Denire Loaf as he palt, for we 
were to dine to day at a ſingle Houſe : Seve- 
ral of our Men that were foundred in their 
Feet got Aſs, ſome upon their own colt, 
and {ome upon their charge that guarded-; 
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ſo away we marched two Leagues to this 
lone Houſe 3 there with our Bread and a 
Cup of Beverage we made our Dinner, 
which was very little for poor Men to travel 
with ſo far as twenty and twenty four Miles 
a day, and many times more : We ſaw moſt 


part of this Morning the Alps, that divide - - 


Italy from France very plain, bearing about 
Eaſt North Eaſt, and North Eaſt from us : 
From hence we marched three Leagues to 
the City of Ai, the way very moun- 
tainous, but the Mountains were-all over- 
ran with ſweet Herbs, ſuch as\ Thyme, La- 
yender, Roſemary, Mirtles, and the Hedges 

of Pomgranates, which 'caſt a very ſweet 
Odour. When we came near the City, we 
were put into a large Stable without the 
Walls: This Ais is a very fine (cituated 
Place, and the City laid out in excellent 
order, being built ina level place, -and cir- 
cumdated with 'Hills all round : they gave 
us here for our $ 4 ſmall Loaf of 
Bread, and about an Ounce of alt 
Cheeſe, and to each Man was meaſured half 
a pint of good Wine, for no bad Wine here 
was to be got, or elſe to be ſure we had had 
it, Aﬀter we had ſupp'd, we laid us down 
to ſleep on the Ground, but many of us 
got ſome Hay and ſome Straw : we had 
hexe, as at other places, a Guard of the 
Towns-People that watch'd over us all 


Night. 
Sunday 13. 


This Morning our Guards went all to 
Maſs, and by that means we were all kept 
in until eleven of the Clock, at which time 
they gave us our - Dinner of Bread and 
Wine, Whenour Dinner was ended, away 
we marched five long Leagues to a Town 
called Sealoon, The Afternoon proved 
rainy, and the Road very foul. Before we 
got into Town it was eight at Night. Moſt 
part 'of us being wet through thoſe few 


Rags 
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Rags we had, This Town is a very fine 
walPd Town, ſcituated at the bottom ot the 
Provencial Hills, having on the South, Welt 
and North part of the Town a great Plain 
near thirty Miles long, which in compariſon 
of Land, is as level as the Sea; yet not- 
withſtanding the Land is very ſtony and full 
of large peble Stones, much like a Beach,and 
by that means very barren : yet ſweet Herbs 
graw wild upon it, ſuch as Thime and 
Lavender; and in the Plain ſome Wood 
of the eyer-living Oak. Wewere here put 
all into. one Stable, where they gave us for 
Supper Bread and Wine; and the Stable 
was very well littered with Straw ; ſo we 
ſept very (weetly all Night, having a great 
Guard about us, 


Monday 1 4+ 


Early this Morning we came out of this 
Stable, every Man received a fix Denier 
Loaf as he paſs'd, becauſe we were to dine 
at a lingle Houſe upon the Plain: We 
marched hive Leagues over this Plain, before 
we came to this lone Houſe, at the end of 
which they gave each Man a Cup of Wine 
and Water to vur Bread. When Dinner 
was ended, away we marched three Leagues 
farther, to the City of Arlaa. Before we 
entred this Town, we heard that there were 
in the Town two hundred of Engliſh and 
Dutch Priſoners of War, onward of their 
March for Toxlon. This News ſtruck ma- 
ny of us into a damp,thinking that this was 
not the way to be exchanged. When we 
came into Town, we were all cramb'd into 
a Stable, where we lay deſperate thick, 
one almoſt upon the other. One of our 
Men got leave of the Guards to go 


where theſe other Priſoners were, to * 


ſpeak to them 3 who when he came there, 
he faw ſeveral of our fick Men which 
we left upon the Road, which were re- 
covered they were all in the ſame dreſs 
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as” we were in, as we went for Toulon, 
viz. in Irons, two and two together : 
They allo reported, that they were far 
worle pinch d for Victuals than we 
were : and as for their fick Mcn, they 
were worle ferved ; for when their weak- 
nels was ſo great that they could not 
fit upon an Horſe, or Aſs. then weve 
they thrown thwart a Horle's back, ke 
a Calf, with thcir Heads downwards, un- 
til ſuch ctime that they died. Our Sup. 
per here was a fix Denter Loaf, aid a 
Cup of Beverage a Man. So here we 
ſlept upon the Horſe-dung, for want of 
Litter for except it were the Charity 
of the People to give it to us, we very 
ſeldom had any. 


Tueſday 1 5. 


About ten in the Morning we faw 
the Engliſh and the Dutch Priſoners 
which lay. in this Town laſt Night paſs 
by here: So we ſpoke to ſeveral of them 
which were of our Company which we 
left fick upon the Road, they march'd near 
the manner as we did formerly, as we 
were going npward towards Toulon We 
remained in this Town until two in the 
Afternoon 3 at which time they gave us 
our Dinner, which was a ſmall Loaf of 
Bread, and an Onion, with a Cup of 
Beverage a Man. This place of Arlas 
is a very fine fenced Town, ſtanding on 
level Ground; and in' ir are very ftately 
Buildings. On the Eaſt fide of the Town is a 
molt famous Aquadud, which ſtands u 
on abundance of Arches; and for & 
length of it, I ſuppoſe it may be near 
a Mile, At this time the Land about 
the Town was much ' overflown with the 
Freſhes that came lately down out of the 
Hill-Country fo that in the green Fields 
that were, 4s we paſt by here before, we 
ſaw many Boats and Nets ſet to catch Fil,

for the Water was conſiderable deep; and 
beſide, the ſtrength of the Floods had car- 
ried away the Town-bridg that was bujlt 
upon Boats, as I ſaid betorez now the 
Land being thus drowned, we were forc'd 


to march round the drowned Land, (our 
Cel Men came alierusby Water 46a 


chyis made 
ynon a very ine Cauley, WII 45 
_ for it ſeems thele Floods are 


not unuſual, but common, once 4 Year in 
the time of Rain, We marched three 
Leagues to a fine Town called Terraſcoon , 
there we crolt the River in two Ferry- 
Boats, to a Town oppolite, call'd Bowcaro, 
in the Province of Langwedeck } for this 
River, as I have ſaid betore, divides Pro- 
wvence from Languedock, This Boucaro is 
a very large Town 3 when we were entred 
into it, we were conducted to a great Sta- 
ble, which was both wet and naſty : Our 
Supper was a {mall Loaf of Bread, with a 
Cup of Beverage 3 and as we were ſerving, 
in comes our Sick and Lame People to 
take part of onr hard Night's Lodging : 
the Ground was ſo wet and cold, that we 
were forc'd to walk up and down the 
molt part of the Night, to keep our {elves 
warn, the Weather being very cold. 


Wedneſday 16. 


About Eleven in the Morning we had 
our Dinner ſerved us, which was a Loat 
of Bread worth fix Denires, and one Oni- 
on betwixt four Men, with a Cup of 
Beverage 3 which, as ſoon as we had eat 
and diank, away we march'd. Juſt as 
we came without the Town, we met about 
twelve Men, who were pinioned and bound 
together, going towards Boxeare, With 
a Guard with them. We asked the Peo- 
ple of the place, whit their Fault was 


that they ſhould be thus led\2,-T hey made 
us anſwer, that they were Fugonots, or 
Calvinifts, and were going for the Gal- 
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This Report made my Heart to 
ake, to ſee ſo many good-look'd Men to 
be thus treated, ( by a curſed Tyrant of 
Hell ) for their acknowledging, and profeſ- 


lies. 


ing the Doctrine of Jeſus Chriſt, We 
marched four Leagues to a fine compact 


Gnced Town called Nimes in Langue- 
4d, When we came near the Town 1 


went, with three more of my Canlort, 


to a Tavern jult by, to buy a little Wine: 
When we came to the Door, the good Man 


of the Houſe asked us of what Nation we 
were ? wetold him, Of the Engliſh, (by 
one of our Companions that ſpoke very 
good French, he being a G perafey-Man )3 
away went the good Man of the Houle, 
and fetch*d a Pitcher of pure good Wine, 
and four clean Glaſſes ; he gave to each 
Man a Glaſs full of Wine, which we drank 
up3 he filled the Glaſſes again, ſo we 
drank each Man his ſecond 3 the Glaſles be- 
ing large, and the Wine very ſtrong, we 
were afraid to venture upon the other 
Glaſs : We asked the good Man, what we 
were to pay ? he anſwered us, Nothing 3 
but asked, if we would drink any more ? 
we gave him hearty thanks, and anſwered, 
No: He again asked, if we were of the 
Religion of the Church of England ? we 
told him, Yes. With that he took us by 
the Hands, and {queezed our Hands, - and 
delired God to be with us : we admircd at 
the Humour of this Man, not expeQing a- 
ny ſuch kind of People here. As we were 
returning to the reſt of our Companions, 
we met with a poor Woman, ( by her 
Dreſs we could imagine no lels ) ſhe had a 
hne white Cake of Bread in her Apron; 
ſhe held it out to me, I imagined it had 
been for me to buy itz but ſhe bad me 
break and cat, which I did; ſo ſhe handed 
it amongſt the reſt of our Company, un- 
til it was all gone: I durſt to have 
ſworn, that by niy fuſt Gght of this Wo- 
man, that ſhe had been moxe apter to 

ask 
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ask than to relieve. ' Before we went in- 
to the Stable, a very brisk young Man 
came up to me, who had lived in Eng- 
land a conliderable time, and ſpoke Eng- 
liſh! very proper z he asked many Que- 
ftions concerning our Aﬀairs in England, 
for it ſees here the current News is, 


that Schonberg 1s routed in Ireland, and 
tat the French had defeated Our Flet 


at Sea, | told fm, they had in their 


Country a dammable lying Oracle 3 and, 
that Knaves they projet, and Fools be- 
lieve ; but I aid, it he had Faith to be- 
lieve what I ſhould fay, I muſt, to tell 
you the truth, tell you quite contrary 3 for 
in the firſt place, Schonberg hath advanced 
at a great rate in Jreland: And as for 
your Fleet, they durft not ſhew their 
Heads at Sea. I allo told him, that it 
was true, the French Fleet were out laſt 
Summer, but aid but a very little while 
out, and preſently ran into their Har- 
bours again. I alſo told him how our 
Engliſh Fleet lay againſt Breſ#, and ſent 
them in a Defiance, The Man was much 
taken with my Diſcourſe, but time would 
not admit of it, for we were drove in- 
to the Stables immediately : but before 
he and I parted, I asked of him what 
kind of People the People of this "place 
were; he told, that not long fince the 
.* of the People were Calviniſts ; aud 10 
they were ſtill, although they were forc?d 
to appear otherwiſe ; and that you will 
find, fays he, if you ſtay here but un- 
til to morrow about eight of the Clock, 
as ſoon as People can have notice of you 3 
for as yet we did not enter the Town, 
neither was it deſigned that we ſhould. 
When this Man and I parted, he promiſed 
to ſee me the next Morning ; but, alas, 
he was prevented, for we march'd a- 
way. hence by that time it was well 
light, we were here put into a Stable,

where we were paid off with a great 
Supper that they had long promiſed 3 for 
our Supper was about a Mouth-full of 
boild Gut, or a piece of Liver or 
Lights, with a Loaf worth no more 
but three Denires; the People of the 


place report, that the old Woman which 
lrved us our Met, brought it all jn q 


Dih under her Arm, cored with ang 
thr Diſh; (o that it is ealy to judg, how 


much one Man mult have, when we were 
to have no more each Man had a Cup 
of Wine: Alſo the Supper being ſoon 
ended, we went to ſleep, the Stable be- 
ing very well littered : the Governor of 
the Town, juſt as we were going to 
ſleep, ſent his own Guards to guard us; 
and very ſuſpitious they were, what-ever 
their Humour was I cannot tell, of our fet- 
ting the Houſe on tie, 


Thurſday 17. 


Very early this Morning, before ſcarce 
any of the Inhabitants were tiring, we be- 
an to march: many of our People got 
Relief by thoſe People that were up, which 
were generally the poorer fort : Away we 
march'd four long Leagues to a Town 
called Lune : We came into this Town 
many of us before our Guards, fo thoſe 
walked up and down. The People of this 
lace were very charitable to our People, 
y relieving them with ſuch things as : a. 
had, as Bread, Meat, Wine, Ralins, and 
to ſome Hats, they alſo told many of us 
that they were Calviniſts. The major part 
of the People of the Town withall praying 

for the Succeſs of the Arms of our Ki 
William, who fought the Battle of God, 
(this they ſpoke in private to. ſorne of us.) 
Many of our Men by the Liberality of the 
People, got mellow with Wine, When 
our Guards came into Town with the xeſt of 
E 2 Our 
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6ut People, we were confined into a Yard, 
where they gaveus a ſmall Loaf of Bread 
worth tix Denires, and a Cup of Wine for 
Dinner + that done, away we marched two 
Leagues farther, toa Town called Colam- 
beds : About eight at Night we came into 
this Town, where we were put into fout 
Stables, the Stables being here very {mall : 
The Supper we had was Bread and Beve- 
rage, and a couple of Sirdenalss a Man, 
which was extraordinary, The Stables be- 
ing very well littered with Straw, we ſlept 
very well here ; neither was there any Body 
to | guard us, for in this ſmall Town wete 


very few Men. 


Friday 18. 


Early in the Morning we came out of this 
Village, the Weather being fair and clear, 
our hick and lame Men were put into two 
Carts ;, ſo away we marched two Ecagues 
to the City of Mompelier : We walked 
round the City cloſe by the Walls, but 
were not admitted to enter thereto, becauſe 
here are many well-affected Perſons, who 
wiſh well to our Nation. In the Suburbs of 
this City we were all put into a great Sta- 
ble, where our Dinner was ferved us, fix 
Deniers worth of Bread, and about halt an 
Ounce of miſerable ſad choaky Cheele, 
with a Cup of Beverage for each Man, 
When Dinner was ended, away we marched 
three Leagues farther, to a Village called 
Punian: In our way we met ſeveral Regt- 
ments of Foot Souldiers, who came from 
their Camp*ginſt the Spaniards in a great 
Diforder. We heard by the way that the 
Spaniards had defeated the French Army in 
Catalonia, and hid taken two eminent 
Places from then, and were (till advancing 
upon them. When we came into Panian 

People did not care to come” near us 3 
for at the fame time they had the Plague 
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in the -Town, ' which; av they report, we 
left behind us as we were going to Toulon, 
for in this Place we lodged two Nights and 
one whole Day, by reaſon of the Rain: 
We were here lodged in a very cold Stable 
where our Supper was a fmalt Loaf, an 

half an Ounce of Cheeſe with Beverage, 
as at other times. When we had ſapped 
we laid us down on the cold Ground 0 
ſleep, but were not able to lie there long ; 
ſo that many of us got up and walked 
about the belt part of the Night, to keep our 
Selves warm. About three in the Morning 
another Man and I went out of the Stable, 
where we ſaw a Fire juſt by us, with four 
French-men ſitting round it with their Guns 
to guard it ; we walked towards the Fire, 
which when thefe poor Fellows faw, they 
called out to us, asking us whither were we 
going ? we told them to the Fire 3 they bid 
us keep back, but nevertheleſs we went up 
to the Fire, which when theſe poor Souls 
ſaw that we were not affrighted at their 
Words, which was the utmoſt they durſt do, 
they preſently got up, and away they went, 
calling us Bugera's, &c. and left the Fire 
to us, fo here we two fat by it uncil we fat 
it out, which time it began to be day : now 
we found that as laſt Night no body would 
come anear us to let us have any Wine to 
drink, but what the Guards were forced to 
tetcha Mile oft; fo by the Virtue of our 
ill Report, we got a good Fire to warm 
ſome of us to our ſelves, 


Saturday 19. 


Before the rifing of the Sun we marched 
out of this Village, the Morning clear but 
cold: We marched to a Town call'd Lupe. 
an, marching, very near the Sea fide, and 
rounding the Bay of Langnedockh, All the 
Places upon the Road were infefted with 
the Plagne, The People as they a" 
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ept ſtopping their Noſes for fear they ſhould 
pighs gue of 'us: and truly'our grexteſt 
Plague was, that of their own Country- 
Men, who drove us up and down until we 
were almoſt all ſtarved.;, fo. that the greateſt 
Diſcaſe we had mrnongft- oor poor Men did 
proceed from Hunger and Cold, and our 
ftinking Lodgings. Whets we came into 
Lupean, we were conduGted to our: old 
Halls the Stables, where our Dinner was a 
ſmall piece of Bread, and one ſmall Onion, 
and a Cup of Beverage a Man. From 
hence we matched three Leagues farther, to 
a Town called Pezeain, a very large Town : 
(by the Town we faw about hity or lixty 
Women carrying Earth in Baskets to make 
a Bridg over the Low-land, with their O- 
yerleers by them, to keep them clole at 
work: This is done for Puniſhment for 
ſome  Malefa committed or ſappoled.) 
Here they were likewiſe infe&ted 'with the 
Plague too, and all the Fault was laid upon 
us. for they all ſay we left it behind us, as 
we marched this way: We told them no,we 
left none of our Plagues behind us, for as 
yer they ſtuck fo cloſe to us, we could not 
getrid of any of them. In this Town we 
were kept up very cloſe in a Stable, no body 
coming, near us but our Guards that tra- 
velled withus: here our Supper was no 
more than ſix Deniers worth of Bread, and 
half an Ounce of fad Cheeſe, with a Cup 
of Beverage a Man 3 and by reaſon that no 
body came near us, we found out the place 
where the Straw layz we took what we 
thought fit, and made our Lodging very 
good : this made well on our fides, 


Sunday 2.0. 


Early in the Morning we put our fick and 
he into two Carts, each Man aac > 
ſix Degict 'Loaf as we catne. out., \ 


ed: one League and” half to a very 
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{mall Village ; there we fat down and dined, 
ere they gave each Man a-Cup of new 
thick Wine, and that with our Bread made 
up our Dinner ; ſo away we marched two 
Leagues and a half farther, to the Town 
Feſta: both this: days Journey , and thar 
yeſterday, the Land was moſt curiouſly 
planted with Vineyards and Olive-yards, 
and belides moſt of this Province is (o like= 
wiſe, When we came into the Town, we 
law ſcyeral of our fick Men which we left 
here behind us, that were ſomewhat reco- 
vered z they were quartered in. private: 
Houles, yct kept fo cloſe, that what tliey 
fpake tous was out of the Windows: We 
asked the reaſon why they were put out of 
the Hoſpitals; they told us becauſe fo 
many of their own People, both ſick and 
wounded caime into the Town, who. came 
from the Cam inſt the Spaniards, that 
they filled the Foſpitals nd more Places 
beſides; they told us of the Defeat the 
Spaniards had given them, killing them 
1500 Horle one Morning, belides Foot. 
This I heard to be verified by one that 
was in the Fight, which 1 ſhall make men- 
tion of in its place. They told us alſo 
that the Spaniſh Army was - advanced 
within four Leagues of that Place; afid 
that the Spaniſh - Army did contict. of 
eighty Thouſand Men Horſe and Foo, 
and that of the French ſixty Thouſand; 
And moreover they told us, of thoſe 
Men we left here, three were dead. 
and two more lay a dying, and the reft 
that were recovered: were cartied to Tows. 
lon in the Jaſt Company that - paſt« this 
way. \\e palt quite through the Town 
towards the outſide z there we were- put 
into a Stable —_ we were molt into-. 
lexably throng'd for want of room, yet 
was there no - a over w- in- 
lome. of the other Towns, the People- 
here being more hwmnane, and _ 
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knows the Fortune of War : Our 

here was very inconſiderable ; for unlels it 
were Bread, ſome got nothing at all 3 them 
that had any more, it was about an Ounce 
of Liver or Lights, and a Cup of ſour 
Wine 3 ſo we lay molt deſperately throng'd, 
not having any room many of us to lye 
down. 


Monday 21. 


About ſeven in tne Morning, we came' out 
of the Town of Beſias, taking along with 
us three fick Men of ours, which were 
ſomething recovered : Away we marched 
two Leagues to a fine fenced Town called 
Capiſta, in which Town we dined z our 
Dinner was a {ix Denier Loaf, and about 
half an Ounce of fad choaky Cheeſe, with 
a Cup of Beverage a Man. When Din- 
ner was ended, away we marched four 
Leagues and a half to an Inn by the 
Road fide near the Town of Puzola. In 
our way we both croſſed and marched a- 
long the Banks of the cut River. In our 
way we ſaw a number of Women at 
* work, in banking and repairing the Sluſes 
of the River : The Women fſecing {o ma- 
ny Men piſs by, began to gaze at us, but 
irfmediately comes their Overſeer, and 
drives them to work with'a Blow over the 
back. Thus are the People of this Coun- 
try plagued by their King who Tarquin- 
like ſtudies Torments 3 for the Men Gal- 
lies, and for the Women the new River: 
fo that he comes but little ſhort of a Plague 
to all Mankind within his Verge : About 
_ Night we came into our Lodging, 
where we found our Stables well littered 
with Straw, but I ſuppoſe it was not done 
for us, but for the Souldiers which paſt by 
here lately, for the Straw was very louzy. 
Our Supper was a ſmall Loaf of ſix De- 
niers price, and about half an Ounce of 


) 
Cocke, like the former, and - a Cup of {ad 
erage : With this and ſuch like was our 
Fare, very ſeldom exceeding the price of 
two pence half penny a day. 


Tueſday 22, 


Before it was day we beganour March, 
every Man receiving a half penny Loaf, as 
he paſt out of the Stables: away we march- 
ed three Leaguesto a Town called Porſa- 
rick; we no ſooner entred the Town, but 
we were conducted into a large Stable 3 
where with ouggLoaf that was given us in 
the Morning, and half an Ounce of Cheeſe, 
and a Cup of Beverage, we made up our 
Dinner. Our Men this Afternoon began 
to be diſturbed at their ſhort Feeding ; they 
did proteſt to the Guards that ſerved us, 
they would go no farther, neither were 
they able, except they gave us more Food. 
The Guards go and tell the Provoſt that the 
Priſoners would not march without more 
ViQtuals : Preſently in comes the Provoſt 
with ſome of the relt, with Swords drawn, 
and Piſtols cock'd, ſwearing he would be 
the Death of that Man that did but refuſe 
to march: up ſtands two Men and delired 
to be heard by the way of an Interpreter : 
he ſeeing two Men ſpeak, he immediately 
cuts one of them over the Head, and the 
other he takes away and commanded to be 
pinion'd. So in fine both of them were 
pinioned and made faſt to the Carts Arle : 
and after this he began to diſplay his Sword 
over the back of all near him : I my felf 
was one of the two that was made faſt to 
the Carts Arſe, and Henry Robinſon the 0- 
ther, he had his Head cut: and 1 was made 
faſt with my back towards the Cart, ſo 
cloſe, that I could not turn my Face, but 
was forc*d to fallow the Cart backwards ; 
and with the ſudden fall of the Cart into 
Holes, I thought verily with the Jerks, it 

would 
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would at once have broken both my Arms 
and Back : Moreover my Arms were pini- 
oned ſo ſtraight, that my Veins in my 
Hand were ready to burſt : for the ſpace of 
a League was I forced to walk backwards 
until we came to a {mall Town called Mar- 
cheletto : When wecame to the Town they 
looſed both me and the other Man ; ſo we 
were all put into aStable, ſick and well to- 
gether 3 and for our Supper they gave us 
about an Ounce and half of brown Bread, 
and that was the moſt of it, with a Cup of 
Beverage ; and they pretended they could 
et no more z but this was all great Lies, 
tor when they came to never fo plentiful a 
place, itdid not much differ, In this Sta- 
ble was a deor that opened into a Wine- 
Cellar, which our Men found a way to 
open and fo went in and hilled all their 
Pots and Jars, and had they not been diſco- 
vered by chance, by a Woman that came 
and catch'd a Man at it, without doubt 
they had made clear work, 


Wedneſday 23. 


Before the Sun riſing we began our 
March : our ſick and lame were put into 
two Carts ; but to thoſe that were the molt 
helplefs,the Beatts would lay them on ſtoutly 
in their getting up into the Cart, From 
hence we marched two Leagues toa Town 
called Trevs, in which Town we were put 
into a Stable, where we were fſeryed our 
Dinner, a ſmall Loaf, and about half an 
Ounce of Cheeſe like the former, with a 
Cup of muſty Beverage, far worſe than 
Water. From hence we marched one 
League farther, to the Town of Carkaſona: 
And from thence we marched two Leagues 
farther, to a Village called Villa Sanfto, in 
which Village we were put into a molt 
tloathſom ſtinking Stable: Our Supper 
was a Piece of Bread and one Onion a Man, 
and a Cup of fad Beverage: ſo here we 


ſlept like ſo many Hogs in this ſtinking 
place. At Night we were ſhut up ſo cloſe, 
that not one Man could go out to eaſe him- 
ſelf, whatſoever Neceſlity he had: this Pri- 
viledg we were not denied ever ſince we 
came from Toulon until now : I ſuppoſe it 
was out of Revenge for yelterdays work at 
Porſarick, in denying to march, 


Thurſday 24. 


About Eight this Morning we began 
our march, according to our uſual man- 
ner, without Eating or Drinking. Our 
Sick were put into two Carts, many of 
them now almoſt famiſhed with Hun- 
ger. Away we marched towards Villa 
Pitta, two Leagues diſtant: Upon the 
Road we met with a Flock of Sheep 
and ſo our Men managed their Bulineſs, 
that they ſingled one Sheep from the 
reſt, and hove a Rug upon him, and 
carried him away —— both from 
the Shepherd and our Guards. In our 
way allo we met ſeveral fine Troops of 
Horſe going towards Beaſias, When we 
came into Town, we were put into a 
Stable 3 and ſo well our Men managed their 
Mutton, that it was not diſcovered, tho 
the Men were told in one by one, Now 
when they had the Sheep fafely in, they 
ſoon kilPd ic, and buried the Intrals in 
the Littet ; and fo cut it into Quarters, 
and ſhared it amongſt thoſe that were of 
the Cabal : Our Dinner here was a piece 
of Bread and a cup of Beverage. $9 
away we marched three Leagues farther, 
to a Town called Caftlelador z when we 
came into this Town, it was fo full of 
Souldiers, that there were no quarters to be 
had, ſo that after we had fat downon the 
Ground for the ſpace of an Hour in the 
cold, they got an order to put us into an 
Hoſpital without the Town : Thole Men: 
of ours that were fick,. lay upon Beds _ 

ut 


*but-as for the reſt, they lay on the cold 
Stones. Our Supper here was a piece of 
Bread and two Sirdinafſes, with a Cup of. 
Beverage a Man: Our Men got ſome part 
of the Sheep dreſt here, with feveral Pul- 
lets they pick*'d up on the Road; fo the 
Broath they diftributed amongſt our poor 
fick Men. * After we had upped, we laid 
us down to ſleep, but were not able to lie 
long, ſo up we gotand walked about molt 
part of the Night to keep our {elves warm, 
Mr. George Winſhuft was a dying all this 
Night. 


Friday 25. 


About eight this Morning we began to 
march, every Man receiving, halt a Soute 
Loaf. As we came out, our fick Men 
we put into two Carts. This Morning 
died Mr. George Winſhuft, as ſoon as he 
was put into the Cart. Away we mar- 
ched three Leagues, to a Village calPd 
Vinunt ; here we dined 3 our Dinner was 
a Cup of very good Wine, which was 
ſo extream cheap, and no bad Wine to 
be had, that they were in a manner 
forc'd to give good Wine againtt their 
will; for in my tight they went all 
over the Village to ſee if they could 
get any Traſh tor us, but could not : So 
with our Bread and Wine we made up 
our Dinner. Afﬀter Dinner we went {e- 
veral of us to work, where they appoin- 
ted us to dig a Grave to bury the Man 
that died this day; ſo we made his 
Grave, juſt by the Way ſide, whilſt 0- 
thers were- imployed in ſowing him up 
in his own Blanket. After we had bu- 
ried him, away we marched, two Leagues 
further, to a Town called Villa Nova, 
where we were lodged in two Stables ; 
our Supper was a piece of Brown Bread, 
and a Cup of Beverage. The Prieſt of 


this Place came to us, and diſcourſed 
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one of our Men-'in Latin : He told him, 
he had Charity for all Men that were 
Chriſtians,” and thercfore he did not dif- 
reſpeX us for our Opinion, He ſhewed 
his Charity to us more than all the 
Clergy-men in the Conntry: He tofd 
us, he had 'no Money, but he would 
ſend us a Pitcher of Wine amongft two 
or three of us ; the which he did. The 
Stables being well littered, we flept ve- 
ry well ; This Night died Henry Fullſtone, 
Gunner of the Levantine, 


Saturday 26, 


Early in the Morning we began our 
march, leaving the dead to be buried by 
the People. Hence we marched three 
Leagues to a Town called Caftinatas 
Here we dincd 3 our Dinner was a ſmall 
piece of Bread, and two ſmall Sitdenaſſes a 
Man, with Beverage as at other timies ; 
Here they took the Horſes out of the 
Cart, and laid our fick and dying Men in 
the High-way, until we were ready to go. 
After we had dined, we put our Men up 
into the Carts 3 and away we marched, two 
Leagues further, to the City cf Tholouſe : 
When we had ſurrounded a great part of 
the City Walls, we were put in the ſame 
Stable without the Town that we were 
in before, Here were we put, Sick and 
Well altogether, in this cold wet Sta+« 
ble. Our Supper here was like our 
Lodging, a half Sonfe Loaf, and one 
Onion a Man, with a Cup of {ad Beve- 
rage, When we laid down to ſleep, 
we could not for the Sick and dying 
Mens Groans. The Rogues that guarded 
us kept the Door ſhut, that we could 
not get out” to eaſe our ſelves, many 
of our Men having, the Flux ; but twice 
this Night we broke open the Door, 
and made way for our. Sick Men. About 
twelve this Night died Peter Holt, Car- 
penter of the Levantine, We

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Here we came to at Anchor ; but we 
remained in the Boat all night in great 
nnſery, for want of room, and by rea- 
ſon of the Cold. Our Supper was a 
Poe of Bread. and one Head of Gar- 
ick per man... The Night was very 


foggy. 


November, Friday the Firſt. About 
eight in the morning it was here High- 
water,and preſently after we weigh:d, 
and about eleven of the clock we came 
down as low as Burdeaux : .The, Boats 
were brought to. an Anchor here,a good 
ſpace off the Shore, very near-opþo- 
ice to the middle of the Town. They 
ſerved us our Dinner here, which was 
a ſmall piece of Bread and about an 
Ounce of fac Pork, with a Cup of ſour 
Beveridge. For all that Wine is ſo ex- 
eream —_ here,, yet could they not 
afford us any thing elſe but ſour Scuff, 
and the meer Lees and Traſh. Many 
People came off in Boats to us ; but the 
moſt part came to ſcoff at us. We 
were told here,. That all our, Enghſh 
Merchants were gone home that lived 
here. We remained. in theſe Boats un- 
til about five in the Afternoon, about 
which time we were put aboard, of 
three Burtoons, in order tor our Paſlage 
to Roan. Our Supper was a picce of 
Bread and one Sirdena_ per man, with 
Beveridge and our, Lodging was on 
the Stone Ballaſt;, fome had a lictle 
Straw to lie on, . but very few. 


Saturday, 2. This morning we had 
the Wing Eaſterly, and the Weather 
fair; and this morning died Edward 
Davy of Boſten in New- England. About 
ſeven of the clock we were under Sail, 
and fell down about three Miles be- 
low Blow 3 at the laſt quarter of the 
Ebb our Boat ran aground there, and 


there we lay until the firſt of the 
Flood : The other ewo Barks kept far- 
ther to the Southward, and went clear. 
As ſoon as we fleeted aways we ſtood 
galing a head,upon the Tide ;, about 


igh- water the Wind begay © freſhen 
at N. E, 10 away we went rightly: A; 
bout eleven at night we came down to 
Roan: Qur-Dinner and Supper were 
both alike, wiz. Bread and Beveridge, 
and one Sirdexs per man; fo we r& 
main'd. in the Burioons until morning. 


Sunday, 3. -In the morning ,our 
Guards: went aſhore to Maſs, and at 
their ceturn chey gave us our Dinner, 
a piece of Bread and a Sirdena,with Be- 
veridge,. as at other times ; after we 
had eag, we went aſhore, the Boats Iy- 
ing dry : They had. proviged. two 
Carts to carry our Sick men, .which 
came to the Boat ſides. The. People of 
this Place are in general poor Fiſher- 
men, and Pilots, and the like ; but 
great was their Love and Charity . to- 
wards us, whom they relieved. with a 
bountiful Hand, both with Money and 
Food ; but when the Rogues our Guard 
ſaw ie, they drubb'd the poor. Womey 
for giving, and us for receiving, 'for.ng 
other reaſon, as I judge, but becauſe 
the People of this Town are known to 
be the mayor part Proteſtants, 

From hence we marched three 
Leagues, to a Town called. Ogxa, in 
which 'Town we were lodged, ſome in 
a Stable, and the reſt in a Bakehoute; 
Our Lodging was on the cold Ground, 
and our Supper was like our Lodging, 
a piece of. brown Bread and one Sirdens 
& man. We that lay in the Bakehouſe 
ay 10 cold all night, that ſome of our 
men made a Fire, and burnt all the Ba- 
kers Tools they could lay hands ons

the Church ; and'now it is a pretty 
hrge Town. They alfo told ns, That 
for a hundred Years together there did 
not a Popiſh- Prieft preach in ther 
. Church. :They gave us their Prayers, 
| tbeſceching God to bleſs us in: onr Un- 
| Eaukiog, and proſper © our 'King, 
| "Theſe Words they ſpake to us in ther 
own Houſes, privately: I muſt needs 
ſay-this of the French Proteſtants, That 
1 do verily believe they are 'the moſt 
faithful 'and charitable People that lay 


any Claim to the! Title of a Proteſtant 
npon the Earth, When the Carts &ame 
into Town, they ſerved us our Dinner, 
Bread and Mutton 3. but very little of 
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the/laſt-cime to our ſhare,” not ibove 
an ounce per man; andthere was above 
ewenty of us that had none at all. AfF- 
ter we had dined, away we marched 
towards ''Rochfert, Uiſtane -from hence 
three Tieagites. Filt as 'we Game to 
croſs the River of Sherant, it began to 
rain, when, the moſt of our Paſlage, 
eſpecially the laſt cwenty days, we had 
no Rain, ſo favourable have the *Hea- 
vens been to us. About four in the-af- 
ternoorr we crme 'into the Town; and 
fo tmo-the Ptifon, where'we forrid-of 

fo and Dutch Prifgners'to the num: 
ber of Fonr hundred, © When we firſt 
went out of Rochfort, we hafl Two hun- 
dred, and when we came from Teulon 
Sixty more, and at 7olonfe-Six more; 
and now we'had no more Bit One hnan- 
dred ſeventy three, the reſt being dead 
and ſcattered about the Cauntry, '* ''* 


Tueſday 5. This morning the Scri- 
van took all our Names that came in 
laft night, with the Ships Names we 
were taken in; alfo two'of our Mc 
that were-not attentive to'giye in'their 
Names, were moſt ſorely drub'd. Now 
T fhall deſcribe the manner of the Pri- 
ſon-Diec. In the morning the Men 
were told out, and to every feventh 
Man a Seal was given to hinr to go to 
the Cook, who'gave him upon the re-+ 
'ceipt thereof a Loaf weighing abont ſix 
Pound,'and that is the moſt, and a Can 
of Wine, bat more'fitly 'to be call'd Be- 
veridge, for the better half was Water, 
and the other part ſour Wine; of this 
we had to'the quantity of ſeven half 
Pittts ; and atnoon were we thus told 
out again, and theſe Seals given in the 
ſame manner, to be carried to. the 
Cook, who npon receipt of it gives 
them a Bowl with about ſeyen ounces 
of Meat, -and a Can of Beveridge.

The Ward 
nay fo well imagine what good Stuff 
it was; for it Was &rimon for a* Man 
to ſeal his whole Days Allowarte of 
Meat for three, Deniers, and that is but 
one. Farthing : Their Drink they fold 
all chey had a; a Meal for two Deniers, 


and that was tought "a" great Price;” 


and truly ſo it was for, whoſoeyer 
bought any of the aforeſaid Trade at 
chele Rates, paid mote. than it was 
worth. Their Bread was molt an end 
very good, for that was all we had to 
keep us alive. As for Food at night, 
they.cold them out in the'fame manner, 
giving them 'a Seal to go to the Cook 
or Beans and a Can of Beveridge. The 
Beans were moſt an end Horfe-beans, 
and the quantity of, them was fo ſmall, 
for all three fourth'parts of it was Wa- 
ter, that when..every Man got ſeven 
Spoonfuls, we reckon'd we had large 
Allowance. I haye ſeveral times taken 
this eſpecial notice of them. Filh-days 
are all one with them as the Fleſh days, 
only this, they have feven ounces of 
Fiſh for Dinner, .and this is the moſt, 
Whea'rhey give their full Allowance, 
they give them to their Fiſh @ little Oil 
ze | Vinegar alſo ; but Fiſh foon 'be- 
came fo ſcarce, that they would give 
us none, ſo che room of that was tup- 
plied with Horſe-beans. Every thing 


here is now ten times, worſe chan ir 
was before we went for Toulon: Our 
Lodging 15 upon the bara Floor, many 
of us, for theſe ſeven firſt days, in 
which time aur Men fell ſick o Faft, 
that ſixty went to the, Hoſpital in two 
days, and but very few came. back.

Abant the latter,end of this Month 
there, came in here a great many of 
their Ships, which were fo full of Sick 
men; that they fill'd up all their Hoſpi- 
tals; '1o chat choſe few Engliſh that were 
alive, !ghey ſent.away, to the Iſle J, Ole- 
room de Shattu, where thoſe gogd People 
did-relieve them with a liberal Hand 3 
and in the Hoſpital they were alſo very 
kind zorthem, as ir did appear by them 
at their return. I have bend our Peo- 
ple; ſay, when they,,.came back, That 
the People of chis-Place have, taken off 
their Clothes, from their own Backs, 
and given to them and the Women 
have pluck'd off cheir own Stockings in 
this cold Weather, to give to ſome of 
our poor Lads.; .-. 


-- But co return to.our Priſon at Roch- 
fart: Our, Mcp. by the hard Uſage 
, tell ſick 10 fait; that chey preten- 

to. make jan Hoſpital for the Sick 

in. the Priſon ; which, when they had 


bout; with, Irori Bars mp 


brought .to, the; utmoſt perfection, ic 
migk . more; ficly. have been termed a 
Slaughterhouſe, I ſhall, as neat as T 
can, deſcribe the manner of ic. _ 

In the figſt place theſe Rooms were 
ate Apartment fram_ the reſt of "the 
Priſon ; yet were theſe $ ſtrongly fitted. 

ihdows, as the . 
reſt ; and in: theſe Rooms all round'b 
the Walls they laid Straw Beds as cloſe 
the one to the other as they could lye, 
and to every Bed was a Straw Bolſter, 
and one ſingle whice Blanket 3 then co 
eyery Bed was two Men appointed, 
who , were laid down moſt -an end 
with all their Clothes on they had, or 
elſe they could not be warm, their co- 
vering was ſo thin; now they lay fo 
thick in a Room, that a Room of x 
bout Seventcen Foot ſquare ſhould have 
Thirty eight and ſome Forty Men 
their Excrements annoy'd one the other 
ſo ſadly, that when a Man was newly 
come out of the Priſon to be laid 
there, they were almoſt ready to dye 
with the ſmell : This T ſpeak by my 
own 13d experience, their Excrements 
lying open in Buckets; fo that what 
with the ſmell of fome baving 'the 
Small Pox, and ſome who would foul 
under them, with the Flux, .and fo 
by one means or another, there was 
ſuch a ſtink that cannot be expreſſed 
by Tongue nor. Pen : Yet was not this 
all their Annolance, for in the next 
place was Lice, with which many of 
the ſick did fo ſwarm, that I my ſelf 
have ſeen a Man lye dead, and his Face 
{o covered with Lice, that until they 
were ſwept off I could not diſcern 
what man it was, although he was 
my familiar Acquaintance ; no man- 
ner of Shift had they here, whatſoever 
occaſion they had. In the next place, 
their attendandce was ſome of the Pri- 

ſoners, 
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loners, generally either Guernſey or Fer» 
ſex men, who 'for the. coveniency..q 
thei eir French Tongue were thought moſt 
fits of theſe rhers were* abou; Sig 
whoſe buſineſs it. was; ro empty & 
Buckets, and to help the weak 
&ool, and to ſerve the Sick with Vidu. $ 
als: As for theic ViRtuals I cannot lay 
bue that it was very good, and the 
Wine likewiſe, which they gave. the 
ſick; men; for truly omg O $28 Do- 
Qars, who had the chief ordering of 
theſe mageets, were good ood tender heart- 
ed men; "ahd would have done more 
for us if ic had lain in their power ; 
poor men the beſt 'of them ' was caken 
fick, and fame dyed, ſg at laſt our 
rien had no body to come year chem. 
Hete'was" ah , accolint of above One 
hundred and fifty men that died out of 
this Slaughter-liouſe,, not one in five 
that went there that ever came out a- 
gain alive; it was common to ſee Ten 
or Eleven, ſometimes more and lome- 
times lefs, lye dead under ati Arch in 
the open Prifon yard : Then as for 
their Burlal, it was much like'their end, 
for if any of the Soldiers buried chem, 
they would heave chem into a hole like 
: Do if they fell on their Facz fo 
y-lay y, or if on the Side; and if 
the Ow did fall out to be rod ſhore, 
25' ſorierinies it did, that the Head of 
the man would not go down; theſe 
Beaſts would *beat 'down their Heads 
with the Burtt &nds of their Muskets; 
the Ground was fo full of Water, that 
they were not able to dig above. two 
Foot dezp.-* The faſter and the more 
our men Ah ce mqre*'we were ty- 
rannized over by the Soldiers, who 
would drub- us, and'pur onr 'Men into

At the latter end of anuary ſeveral 
of our Men broke the Priſon, and got 
away, and where there was One. got 
away Ten might, had not a parcel of 
Dutch men, who were well heated with 
Drink, made ſuch a noiſe that alarm'd 
the Guard, and by that - means -were 
preveneed, and ſamg of. them taken 
and cut -maſt pitiouſly, and put, in 
Irons Legs .and Arms, . whereof , ORC 
dyed of, the Wounds they gave hing.. 
About this, timg we. had at Account, 
that from the Fourth of. Never er, 9: 
ro the, lacrer . end of 
angered, Engliſh men —_F,99 dyed 
in the Priſon and Hoſpital, . beſides a 
$16at Dutch. Ar chis time the 
rotelſtants of Rechell {ent both Money

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and Cloaths, a conſiderable quantity, 
to be- diſtributed amongſt us, and for 
ſeveral Weeks together they ſent every 
Lords day neer Ten Buſhels of good 
Bread, which was ſhared amongſt us by 
one' Mr,. Hoſea, who was Interpreter to 
the Intendane of Rochefore, by reaſon 
they durſt not be ſeen in doing of it 
themſelves If I ſhould deſcribe all che 
Acts of Charity that we have felt from 
the Proteſtants ſince our firſt being in 
France, would deſerve of it felf a par- 
ticular Treatiſe 3 fo I ſhall ſay no more 
but this, that 1 wiſh all Engizb People, 
who live under the {weereſt umbrage 
of che moſt wholfamelt Laws upon 
the Earth z where:the moſt Incerlucent 
Beams of the moſt Holy Goſpel of 
Choiſt are ſpread abraad.; where every 
Man hokleth in Right and Property all 
thocths ollifoen! theſe People, I wiſh 
they bue che Charity and Faith as 
ſome of the diſtreſſed Protettants of 
France have. 


February. The beginning of this 
Monch feveral of our Carpenters were 
by the Pithy perſwaſian of the Inter- 
preter, for theic healch ſake, perſwad- 
ed to go forth to work upon their Ships, 
and withal they were promiſed more 
Vietual, and 'Twelve Souſe per day, 
which they imbraced, and wear out to 
work ; fo that ina little time they were 


brayely refreſhed, when as before they 


look'd like fo many Objeds of . pitty, 
both for want oft Food and good Air 
and Clothes, which now many of chem 
got; fo they were imployed only in 
Caujking their Ships upper and lower 
Decks. Soon. ater they- got a Com- 
pany of Seamen to go forth to work as 


'Labaurers in the Yard, giving them 


Twelve Pence -per day, which was 'a 
greas comfort to them : This method 


{uy uſed, that .in a ſmall-time they 
had all the Men by turn out to work, - 
One day chey call'd a Liſt of Fifty 
Men, and two days after call'd another 
Liſt, and fo by this method moſt of 
the Men got a little Money 3 now 
whether this working of the Men on 
this nature were purely for thejr own 
Intereit or no, which I believe it was, 
becauſe cheir great Expedition required 
more Men than they could have; bur 
yetI am fure that it ended alſo in che 
Intereit of our Men, for now our Men 
were more healchful, and of a betrer 
Countenance. 

February the 16th. Several of our 
Men made an attempt and got over the 
Wall, but were diſcovered, and feve- * 
ral of them taken ; about Twenty got 
away clear; thoſe that were taken 
were ſorely drub'd ; and after all ' 
chey were put into Irons, and 
to the Wall, where they lay expoſed to 
the Weather night and day 3 their Fare 
being only Bread and Water, exceptir 
were any thing they gore from their Fel- 
low Priſoners : No Men were admitted 
to come near them, except ic were by 
ſtealth; thoſe that did,run the hazard of 
being drub'd : this was ſome part of the 
Majors love to us. Not long after this 
ſome of our Men found a convenience 
to make their eſcapes, by cutting 
through a Wall, and then after lowring 
themſelves out of a Window Three 
Stories high; fo by this means Three 
and forty of them made their cſcapes ; 
and by the negle& of thaſe that ftay'd 
behind, which did not hail the Rope 
in, they were diſcover'd, and the 
whole Country allarm'd, and Men 
ſent every way in the purſuic of ethers, 
all Rades and By-ways, and the Woods 
ſearcht : ſeveral of them wers taken at 
ſveral times and places z and as faſt as 
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| po were taken they were brought back 
a 


put into Irons, and fo faſtned to a 
Wall under an Arch, where they lay 
in a moſt miſerable Condition 3 and if 
they had got no other ſuſtenance but 
what the French gave them, they with- 
out doubt had the better part of them 
periſht, if not all. Theſe are the names 
of ſeveral of the Men that ſuffered in 
this kind, 7/illiam Deacons, Benjamin 
Guy, James Ingle, fobn Hutchins, Wil- 
hiam Punton, Facob Williams, Fames Ellis, 
and ſeveral others; and a Declaration 
was made about the Country, That if 
any Perſon was found to give entertain- 
ment to any Engliſh Prifoner , they 
ſhould be put in the Gallies. Much a- 
bout this time they began to Lanch 
ſome of the Fiſteen Sail of Gallies that 
were built here, and ſo kept lanching 


the latter end of April they were all 
lanche. Before they lanch either Ship 
or Gally, this is their method, about a 
dozen of their Infallible Doors goes 
aboard, with their Crucifxes and other 
Popiſh trumpery to bleſs the Ship or 
Gally, and when that is done, they are 
ſure all things muſt needs go well with 
them. I obſerved this at the lanching 
one of the: two Ships that was buile 
here, whereof one was a Three Deckt 
Ship of Ninty odd Guns, and the other 
a Two Deckt Ship of Sixty odd Guns; 
the leaſt of- theſe two, before ſhe was 
lancht, had a great number of the Po- 
piſh Prieſts went aboard to give her 
a thorough Blefling, with at leaſt Five 
hundred People atter them : "The next 
day this Ship was lanche, and in her 
lanching ſhe broke her Scag, and ſha- 
zred the After Part of her Kecll, fo 
that _—_—_ enough to do to keep her 
above Water; and if with the ſtroke 
ſhe had not atter run over ſome Mud, 


Two,or Three a Week, ſo that by - 


that filled much of the Rent up, ſhe had 
without doubt funk, Now theſe Ships 
were lancht long before they were finiſh- 
ed their upper Work being built a flote : - 
When they had near finiſhed this Ship, 
they fitted for the Careen, and fo hove 
her down, and cut out Fifteen Foot of 
the After part of the Keell. Our Men 
that remained here in the Priſon, and 
would not go out to work, were by the 
Intendants Order kept hear to work, 
wheeling Rubiſh into the Priſon Yard 
to raiſe it, having Soldiers to be their 
Overſeers, continually following them 
which way ſoever they went. One of 
our Men, named Thomas Fenwick, who 
refuſed to work in this kind for them, 
the Major and a Serjeant immedi- 
ately fell upon , beating him with 
their great Sticks in ſuch a barbarous 
manner, that it was thought by all the 
men that beheld it, chat they deſigned 
nothing elſe but to murder the man. 
Afeer all this, they made him work with 
the Wheel-barrow ſeveral days toge- 
ther, Slave like; nay, far worſe then 
Slaves were we treated by them in eve- 
ry reſpe&; for, as for the Slaves, the 
French King alloweth them very con- 
liderably for the work they do on Shore, 
by which they get both good Vieu- 
als and good Drink ; but all the Re- 
ward our r men get of them for 
their work in the Priſon, is nothing but 
— Words, and many a blow on the 
ack. 


March the Sixth Two hundred of 
our men were ſent away hence for 
Dinan, in-order to be exchanged ; this 
added to us new Life, thinking it mighe 
come to our turns onceto be Redeem'd 
of this cruel Place, 'if it pleaſed God 
to ſpare us our Lives, when as juſt be- 
fore our hopes of getting cleas was 
quite worn 'Thread-bare. In 
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In the beginning of April here came 
an Expreſs from Pars, for the ſpeedy 
ficting out of Five Sail of Ships of Sixty 
odd Guns a Piecs : but the laſt Ships 
chat went away from this Place carried 
away all their Seamen, that they had 
not ſo many left as was able to Rig theſe 
Ships; ſo that Orders was given by the 
Intendant that they ſhould take the 
Engliſh Priſoners out of the Priſon, and 
put them aboard theſe Ships, and make 
them rig them, which was done accord- 
ingly ; and when ſome of their Commil- 
fion Officers, with other Soldiers came 
into the Priſon to us; our Men refuſed co 
go out at their Command, fo forth with 
they drew all their Swords, Cowards like, 
por | began to lay on and fo by force 
they drove aboard One hundred 
and nineteen of them, and divided a- 
monegſt theſe Five Ships, where they 
continued Twelve days, working ma- 
ny times both night and day; and 
when they had any time to ſleep, their 
Lodging was on the hard Deck: their 
Victuals alſo was very little, bur yer 
they ſaid they gave to them as much as 
chey did to their own People, which 
by the Deſcriptions of ic, is not half 
ſo much as the King of England al- 
loweth his Men, for Bread is the three 
fourths of their' Proviſion. After they 
had rigged theſe Ships, they alſo help- 
ed to carry them down the River, un- 
to the Place where they uſed to take in 
their Guns 3 one of theſe Ships taking in 
her Guns with our Men. Aﬀer this was 
done, the Captains of thefe Ships ask- 
ed our Men it any of them were wil- 
ling to ſerve either the French King or 
King Fames ; they all anfwer'd, they 
would not — ſerve either of them, 
but that they would rather dye in Pri- 
fon, if King William would not Re- 
deem them. Upon theſe Anſwers they 


were all of them ſent to Priſon again, 
and this was all the Reward they had 
for their work:' 


April 5. here came Eleven hun- 
derd and fifty Gally-Slaves from Mar- 
ſeilles, who gave us this account, That 
as they were croffing the Bay of Lan- 
guedoc, in ſeveral Gallies and Setteits, 
they wefe chaſed by ſeveral Ships either 
Engliſh or Dutch, or both; and they 
were of this Opinion, that if they had 
had but two hours day light more they 
had took them every Man; for it 
ſeems chey came up with them o fairly, 
that they cook the Stern of moſt of 
them which were laden with Proviſions 
for the Slaves, ſuch as Clothes, and 
Covering, &c. This gave ſuch encou- 
ragement to the Slaves, that they did 
not fear to ſay before the Face of their 
Patroons, that they did not doubt bur 
that the Engliſh would ſet them art liber- 
oY if ever they went out to Sea in their 

allies. The major part of theſe 
Slaves were Turks and Moors, and the 
reſt were French men. The Turks and 
Moors had alſo Contracted, that if ever 
they came but near an Engliſh Man of 
War, they would do their utmoſt en» 
deavour to give the Gally away to the 
Engliſh, in hopes thereby to get their 
freedom : Bur I rather think theſe Gal- 
lies will not venture to go out in theſe 
Sea,burt rather keep them in Harbour on 
purpoſe to plague his poor Subjeats up- 
on every ſmall Offence. Theſe Gal- 
lies are much lefs then the Gallies in 
the Mediterranean Seas, but in Form al- 
rogether like them, being about One 
hundred and ewenty Foot long, and 
about Eighteen Foot by the Beam, and 
not above Seven Foot deep in the 
Hold, which when they have all cheir 
Men, and other Proviſions aboard, 
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they will be ſo deep, not above Two 
Foot \/from the Water edge in the 
Midſhips, only their Oars and Banks 
lye higher above the Body of the 

lly,as:is their manner fo to do. Theſe 
Gallies carry Four Guns right for- 
ward in their Prow, and in the Mid- 
ſhips right forward in time of Service 
they have a Cuſhe Piece of about Six 
thouſand weight, which runs in a 
Trunk, and fo lyes when Service is 
done near the Maſt for Ballaſt. Theſe 
Gallies that were here built at Rochforr, 
will Row with about Fifty four and 
Fifty ſix Oars a piece, having fix Men 
to an Oar; ſo that theſe Gallies will 
carry Three hundred thirty ſix Slaves, 
befides Seamen and Soldiers, which 
will be very near One hundred and 
more. I am clearly of Opinion, 
that if they come out into the Bi/cayan 
Seas, which they mult of neceflity do 
if ever they come out, they will not 
find them like the Mediterranean Seas 3 
and if there doth but blow any Gale at 
all conſiderable, without they can im- 
mediately get into a Habour, the Sea 
muſt be their Graves, for I am fure 
that theſe Gallies will not be able to 
endure any Sea at all. 

Juſt about the time aforeſaid, we had 
fix of our Enghſhmen brought here, 
which were taken as they were ſtriving 
to make their Eſcape, in this manner : 
They were in the Hoſpital.of Oleroon 
de Chattu, and when they were ſome- 
what recovered of their Illneſs, they 
did their endeavours to get for England ; 
and watching an Opportunity to get a 
Boat, which they had one night, 
they went away, rowing along the 
Shore fide, thinking to meet a ſmall 
Burtoon laden with Wine and Brandy, 
and fo. to clap her aboard, & then car- 
ry her away for the Coaſt of England; 


but, poor men, on the contrary, they 
met a Privateer, who chaſed them a- 
ſhore in the River of Burdeaux, at a 
Town called Roan, where they were 
ſeiſed, and 1o ſent hither, and put in- 
to Chains, in the open place where 
they uſed to put the other men that I 
mentioned before. Four days after 
theſe men were taken, there came the 
Scrivan of Olercon, to inquire of them 
who it was that helped them to the 
Boat they got- away with : They told 
him, No body ; for they took the Boat 
without che afliſtance of any one. Now 
in this Iſland of Oleroon, as there are 
many Proteſtants, ſo, amongſt the reſt, 
there is a very wealthy man, who uſed 
to extend the utmoſt of his Charity to 
our Engliſhmen, for which he was hated 
fog other Party moſt deſperately, 

w this Scrivan would fain have per- 
ſuaded theſe men to confeſs, that it was 
this Proteſtant that helped them to the 
Boat to make their Eſcape ; for they 
needed no more for the undoing of 
this good man, but only to have this 
laid to his Charge : But the men ſtout- 
ly denied the thing, and notwithſtand- 
ing all his Threatnings, they told him, 
they would not ſpeak againſt their 
Conlciences, to the undoing of any In- 
nocenet man. The Serivan ſwore by 
all his Gods, That he would make them 
confeſs that it was that man, or elſe he 
would burn them with lighted Matches 
betwixt their Fingers = Toes: Now 
whether he did ſo to them or no, I can- 
not tell; for the next day I came away, 
with two hundred more, in order to be 
exchanged. 

April the twenty ſecond in the morn- 
ing, before we marched, the good Peo- 
people of this place gave ewo hundred 
Shirts to our men that were to march 
to day, the moſt of them being new.

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From Rochefort to Denan, April 22. 1690. 


Er , About Eleven in the Morn- 
ing 2a0 of the Engliſh and Scots 
Nation were call'd out of che Priſon, 
in order. for a march for Denan, lo be 


ing ſome of their Popiſh Canticles: after 
them followed a Man bearing a white 
Flag, in the manner of an Enſign of 
War; and after him, an other bore a 


exchanged as they told us: Juſt before Flag of red colour, with a croſs in it 
we march'd, they ' gave us a bie "ef. like that of St. Georgesz but it was thus 


Bread and a Cup of Beverage per Man: 
that done, . away we went with great 
Joy, leaving behind us of our Eng/ifh 
Men, in Priſon and in the Hoſpital, a- 
bout One hundred and forty or there- 
abours : the Morning was rainy, and 
by that the Ways dirty, but the Afeer- 
ternoon proved favorable and fair. 
Juſt as we came without the Town- 
gate, we gave the reſt of our Country- 
men,which we left behind, chree Cheers 
or Hollaws: That done, away we 
march'd Six Leagues, to a Town call'd 
Lazerean , leaving Roche! on the left 
hand. About two Leagues off this 
Town was lately a 'Town where re- 
ſided much Proteſtant People; bur, alas, 
all the Remains that is to be feen of 
them now, is to ſee their Houſes, 
which are many of them pluck'd down 
to the Ground, wich their Churches al- 
lo : they quarter'd us all here in one 
empty Houſe, where the Floor was 
ſpread with Ruſhes: our Supper was 
a piece of Bread and one Sirdena per 
Man : the inhabitants of the Town 
gave us Wine to our Supper. 

Wedneſday 23. By fix in the Morning 
we were all drgwn up in a ſquare 
Place to be counted, and to be ſerved 
our Dinner ; and while we were at it, 
we heard a ſmall Hand-Bell cinkling, 
preſently appeared a young Man car- 
rying a*Crucifix, after him a great con- 
courle of poor Men bare-headed, fing- 


carried, the Flag was made faſt to a 
Staff juſt che breadth of the Flag, and 
in the middle of the Staff was a piece 
of Line made faſt, and fo made faſt to 
the end of another Stick, ſo ic hung 
like a ſquare Sail: After this followed 
the Prieſt in his Pontifical Habie, and 
after him a whole drove of Women 
who, as far as I could perceive, minded 
us more than their Devotion: I did 
admire, that I faw but one Vulture a- 
mongſt all theſe Geeſe, for I always. 
obſerved that theſe fort of Foul moſt 
an end goe in flocks. Afrer we had 
eat a piece of Bread and a Sirdena, 
and drank a cup of {orry Wine, 
away we march'd for the Town of 
Marine, diſtant five Leagues, the Wea-- 
ther fair and clear, and the Road good. 
When we came into the Town we 
were put into a great empty Houſe,, 
where our Lodging was on the Floor ; 
but fome of us got a little Litter out 
of the Stable, but moſt none at all : 
our Supper was a piece of Bread and. 
one Egg, with a Cup of Beverage. 


Thurſday 24. About fix in the Morn» 
ing we came out of the Houſe, and as 
we paſt out they gave each Man a 
{mall Loaf, and ſo we ſtood in two- 
Ranks co be ferv'd Drink, which was 
a Cup of Beverage. Here many of our 
People receiv'd much Chariry of ſome 
of the tender Sex, who gave. ſome of 

us 
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us Stockings and Shirts: That done, 
away we went into three Boats, and fo 
was Carried up the River of Maraine 
three Leagues, and were landed at a 
Town call'd Pouray; from thence we 
march'd five Leagues to a Town call'd 
Terray, the Weather fair and clear, and 
the Road good : When we came into 
this Town it was quite dark, ſo we 
were throng'd all into a Barn , where 
our Lodging was very bad, and our 
Supper very lender, wiz. a piece of 
Bread and one Egg per Man. 


Friday'25. About nine this Morning 
they gave us our Dinner, a Souſe-Loat 
mas | about 5o Eggs for two hundred 
Men , wich a Cup of ſfowre Wine: 
That done, away we march'd fix 
Leagues, to a Town call'd St. Vincean, 
here they gave us a half Souſe-Loaf 
per Man, with one Egg and a Cup of 
ſowre Wine; and as for our Lodging,we 
were all throng'd together in a Stable. 


Saturday 26. About ſeven in the 
Morning they gave us our Dinner, a 
1mall > A $7 worth eight Demers, 
with one Egg and a Cup of ſowre 
Wine, ſo away we march'd ſix Leagues 
to a Town call'd St. Georges, the Wea- 
ther very fair, and the Road good, be- 
ing all very good Champion Land in 
this part of the Country. Art our arri- 
val into the Town we were conducted 
into a great Barn, and ſome into a 
Stable, where our Lodging was very 
cold in the Night; our Supper was a 
{mall brown Loaf and one Egg per 
Man, with a Cup of ſad forry Wine. 


Sunday 27. Aﬀeer our Guards and 
Provo had been at Maſs they gave us 
our Dinner, which was ſuch as our 
Supper, a ſmall brown Loaf and one 
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Egg, with a Cup of fad ſtuff of Wine: 
Atrer we had eat and drank, away we © 
march'd four Leagues, to a Town call'd 
Egreville ; thz Way being very good, 
but the Day very calm and hor. When 
we came into this Village, we were 
quarter*d at the ſame Houſe we were 
quarter'd at in our paſlage to Rothforr, 
at the Sign of the three Kings; our 
Lodging was in a Stable, our Supper 
was a ſmall Loaf and one Egg per Man, 
with a Cup of poor Wine. 


Munday 28. About eleven in the 
Morning we were all ſerved our Din- 
ner, a ſmall Loaf, with one Egg and 
a Cup of ſowre thick Wine : that done, 
away we march'd four long Leagues, 
to the City of Nantes ; when we came 
into Town we were put into a cloſe 
{trong Priſon , where we were moſt 
deſperately throng'd ; and our Supper 
was Bread and Epgs, as before, with 
the like Drink as before. We heard 
that the Captain of the Por:/meuth was 
kept here cloſe Priſoner. 


Tueſday 29. About cight in the Morn- 
ing we were ſerved our Dinner and 
Breakfaſt all under one, as they uſed 
but now they gave each Man two Eggs 
and a ſmall Loaf, with a Cup of Wine; 
the Morning was rainy, and fo it con- 
tinued until about three in the Atter- 
noon; yet notwithſtanding we march'd 
ſeven Leagues through all the Rain, (o 
that we were the moſt part of us as 
wet as well we could be, and at the end 
of ſeven Leagues we came to alone 
Inn, where we had very cold enter- 
tainment, nothing but Bread and Wa- 
tzr, and very bad Lodging. 

Wedneſday 30. About fix inthe Morn- 
ing we march'd four Leagues to a 
Town call'd Noſce, where we remain'd 


all 
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all Day, we lodged in the very ſame 
Houſe we did when we went for Roch- 
fort; the Afternoon proving very rainy. 
They gave us here a piece of Bread and 
a little bir of Butter, ſo we remained 
in two Stables. Art Nighe they gave us 
the Fleſh that they had long promiſed, 
about a pound for ten Men, and that 
was the moſt, yet Meat was very rea- 
ſonably cheap in this place : they gave 
us to drink ſome naſty foul Cyder ; 
I ſhould chuſe rather co drink Water 
than it. 


May, Thurſday the Firſt. The Morn- 
in being Rainy we continued here un- 
til about ten of the Clock, about which 
time the Weather began to clear up: 
then were we ferved our Dinner, juſt 
ſuch a quantity of Meat as before, as 
near as could be gueſt at, with the 
ſame ſore of Drink. From hence we 
march*d ſeven Miles, to a Town call'd 
Dervall, and there we ſtopt an Hour 
or thereabouts; and from thence we 
march'd five Miles to a Town call'd 
Fuſhgeces, Here was a great Fair of 
Cattle in this Town : and this Day we 
were carried through the Fair, and fo 
put into two Stables; our Supper being 
a ſmall Loaf and one Egg, with Wa- 
ter, our Lodging on the cold Ground. 


Friday 2. About eight in the Morn- 


ing we were ſerved our Dinner, a 
Loaf and one Egg per Man, with a 
Cup of foul naſty Cyder ; ſo away we 
march'd three gues, to a Town 
calPd Beant, and from thence to a poor 
Village call'd Polonia, one League and a 
half further ; the Weather was ſhowr 

to Day, but the Road indifferent _ 
the Land very hilly, but all che Hills 
very fertile; our Lodging in this place 
was very hard, lying in an open Barn 


on the bare Ground, the covering of 
the Barn was quite gonie on the one 
ſide ; our Supper was a ſmall Loaf and 
one Egg, and Water for Drink. 


Saturday 3. About eight in the Morn- 
ing we were ſerved our Dinner, which 
was a {mall Loaf and one Egg per Man, 
with Water ; ſo away we march'd ſix 
Leagues, to the City of Reens, where 
we lodged, ſome in an empty Barn 
and ſome in Stables : Our ſupper was 
a piece of Bread and one Egg per Man , 
and Water to drink; ſo we lay ma- 
ny of us like ſo many Pigs in a 
Stye. 


Sunday 4. About eight we were 
ſerved our Dinner, viz. a ſmall Loaf 
and one Egg Man; ſo away we 
march'd four ' is and half to a 
Village call'd St. Chapel! , bur by the 
way Three of our Men deſerted us. 
After they had given us our Supper, 
which was a ſmall bit of old i tak. 
Beef, with a Loaf and a little fowr 
Syder, they began to miſs thoſe Men : 
by this means we were all call'd out 
into the Cloſe to be counted, and after 
many times counting, they miſt Three 
of their number ; but good lack, what 
a toſs was Fack Provo in, and- his 
Hounds ſwearing and curſing. Theſe 
Men were Two of them Guernſey or 
Gerſey, and the other an Engliſh Man 
that they miſt ; after this we went to 
ſleep in the Stables. 


Munday Five. About Nine in the 
Morning they gave each Man about an 
Ounce of old Iriſh Beef, with abour 
half a Seuſe worth of Bread. From 
hence we marched fix long Leagues ro 
the Town of Denan : about Four in the 


Afternoon we came into the Town, 
where 
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where we ſaw many Dutch Priſoners, 
and this day they cleared Thirty fix 
Engliſh Priloners. Aﬀer we were 
rang'd in the Praid, and counted, we 
were call'd over by our names; that 
done we were put into two cloſe Pri- 
ſons, 100 in a Priſon, where we got 
neicher bit nor ſup for Supper in the 
Priſon we found leveral ſmall heaps of 
Straw, on which we ſlept, our hopes of 
getting clear was our greateſt comfort, 
In this Priſon of Dinan were we kept 
for twenty days, a hundred of us in 
one Priſon, and the other hundred in 
another Priſon, In the one of theſe 
Priſons we had the benefit of a little 
freſh Air, but in the other none at all, 
both of them being miſerable ftinking 
places, under Ground, in old Caſtles, 
whoſe Walls were fifteen Foot thick, 
and the Windows treble barr'd ; yet for 
all this place was ſo ſtrong, they kept 
Centinels within the Priſons night and 
day, for fear we ſhould break Priſon ; 
and every day the Officers came and 
counted us, for fear leſt they ſhould 
loſe ſome of us. The Wall of this 
Place was fo thick, that the Priſon was 
very cold, conſidering the time of the 
Year. For our Lodging they gave us 
Straw, and as for our Food, it was ve- 
ry well, conſidering the place we were 
in, being far better than any we met 
with yer in France ; and onr Liquor was 
only Water.” Thoſe People that guard- 
ed us here were _ civil, not abuſing 
any of us, as they had done in other 
places : Our greateſt Annoyance in this 
lace was the horrid ſtink of the Pri- 
n, which did not only offend the 
Noſe, but make the Eyes fmart alſo. 
Maj the 24th. Mr. Fobn White, Com- 
mander of the Betty, being employed 
by the King «o fetch and carry Priſo- 
ners of War, came here to day, and 
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with a _ deal of Prudence and Ex- 
aneſs brought over a hundred and five 
Engliſhmen into England, {upplying ma- 
ny of them with Money according to 
their preſent Occaſions, giving them, 
whilſt they were in their Paſlage, the 
beſt of Food, and good Drink, and by 
God's affiltance landed us May 31. at 
Weymouth ; where when we came a- 
ſhore, we were kindly treated by thoſe 
good People. F aye the firſt we got 
our ſeveral Paſles of the Mayor ; fo 
away we travelled to Dorcheſter, where 
we were relieved by the People, the 
Mayor alſo giving us his Charity very 
liberally ; and at night we got to Blaz- 


ford, where we were very charitably 


relieved by the good People of the 
Town : But ia all the reſt of the Towns 
we came through, our Men had fo lit- 
tle Charity beſtow'd on them, that if 
ſome of us that had Money had not 
reliev'd them, they had without doubt 
died on the Road. 

When we came to Salubury, thirty of 
us went directly to the Mayor, and 
ſhewed him our Paſles ; who gave a- 
mongſt us. all four ſhillings: Our Men de- 
fired his Worſhip to conlider them, they 
having eaten nothing all day, and as 
for this Money, they knew not well 
what to do with it : He haſtily replied, 
Give it me again, and I will give you no- 
thing : SO away they went with that 
little they had. Now this Mayor of 
Salwbury had a Son that was taken by 
the French, and travell'd with vs up 
from St, Malo to Toulon in Irons; and 
when we came back to Rochfors, died 
in a molt lamentable condition with 
the Small Pow There were in our 
Company two Men that belonged to 
the Ship this Mayor's Son did, whoſe 
Names were Samwe! Hiſftmore and Tho- 
mas Dices3 and theſe men had taken 
care 


in Salubury ; and it fo hapning as 
is Town, they en-
